THE congratulations will be general throughout the oem 
fo Sir ADOLPH TUCK upon the attainment of hig seventieth birthday, 
and the. best of good wishes will go out to him that he may be 
spared for many years in health and in strength. Sir ADOLPH 
has been a consistent and it must be acknowledged a persistent 
worker for the Jews College, whose interests he has advocated 
eertainly on every possible and if may be on some imposs- 
ible occasions. The interview with which he has favoured us for 
the present issue tells something of his life in relation to Anglo- 
Jewry. But it does not tell what all of us know and feel—of the real 
affection and regard in which he is held, and the admiration 
his zeal and strenuousness have evoked from the Jewish public. 
Sir ADOLPH’s identification with Synagogue work accords with the 
deep and abiding affection and loyalty he has always shown to 
the faith: and we trust that the life milestone he reached on 
Wednesday last may be the first of yet a considerable series during 
the passing of which he may continue the excellent work to which 
for so many years bi he has devoted himeelf. 


The Keren Hayesod. 


Tur Palestine Foundation Fund, usually known by the above 
title. has become so essential a part of Zionist work and is so vital 
to the future of Palestine, that no pains ought to be spared for 
placing it in an unassailable position and that morally, if we may 
use the term, as well as financially. For some time past questions 
have been addressed to us in respect to the administration of this 
Fund, which we have hitherto abstained from making public in 
eur anxiety lest the mere setting of them might, in some way or 
another, prejudice the Fund's continued success. But we feel, 
after long consideration, that it is better the queries should 
Be put down and answered, as we hope and believe they can be 
adequately answered now, than that time should drift on, and by 
nothing being said or done inevitable harm to the Fund ultimately 
aecrue. In September 1921 the Zionist Congress held at Carlsbad passed 
certain resolutions constituting the Aeren Hayesod. Shortly, the 
Council of the Fund was to consist of representatives of each terri- 
tory, the number to be fixed in proportion to the total amount iu 


VS 


the currency of the country handed over to the Board of 
Directors. The Board of Directors was to be elected by propor 
tional representation by the Council as to one half, the other 
half being appointed by the Zionist Organisation. There was 
also to be a Board of Trustees. Pending the organisation of 
certificate holders and the establishment of the Council, the 
Zionist Organisation was “ provisionally to fill the posts of the 
Directors and “ provisionally’ again, appoint the whole or part 
of the members of the Board of Trustees. This “ provisional 

arrangement was clearly contemplated ag entirely temporary, 
because the first meeting of the properly constituted Council 
was arranged to take place at the end of the year ir. 
We are now, however. in January. 1924, and we would ask 
what, if any, steps have been taken to carry out the resolu 

tuons of the Congress and place the Fund upon the 


permanent 
basis which Congress inte beer So 


far as we understand, the 
funds of the Keren Havyesod are still being dealt with, with- 
out reference to anybody else, by the Executive ofthe Zionist 
Organisation. And although no question is suggested here as 
to the proper expending of the funds by that body, the 


arrange 
ment is not the one contemplated by (ongress. 


Because one of the 
resolutions implies, without any room for doubt, that it is the Board 
of Directors of the Keren Haycsod—a body which is not yet formed 
which is to decide upon the activities and undertakings in lalestine, 
and that only after ite decision had been come to the work was to 
be executed through the Zionist Organisation as agents ofthe Board. 
As a matter of fact, the very contrary appears to have happened and 
to have become the rule. The Executive seems to budget fora 
certain amount, and to submit the budget to Congress, and then to 
obtain funds for balancing that budget. so far as it can, out of the 
collections made for the Acren Hayesod. Now if we are right in 
these statements and they are the facts, thenthe whole proceeding is 
highly irregular, and its importance can be gathered from the con 
stantly urged claim that the call forthe Acren Hayesod is not merely 
to Zionists who may be said to be represented by the Zionist Organi 
sation, but to the whole of Jewry. Thecallis upon world-Jewry,. and 
ite subscribers cannot possibly by any reasonable argument be held 
to be represented by a purely Zionist body, such as the Executive of 
the Organisation, which to-day practically controls the Fund and 
does as seemeth good in its eyes with the money that is subscribed 
toit. Wecall attention to this matter in all friendliness, and because 
we wish to sce the Foundation Fund for Palestine a triumphant 
manifestation on the part of Jews in geveral of the undying intereat 
ofour people in the land which is even more sacred to them in 
reference to their aspirations of the future than to their memories 
of the past. In any case, we think the time has long arrived when 
the Congress resolutions to which we allude were obeyed and the 
tand placed, in accordance with them, in | order. 


The “ Young ‘Israel ” Cot. | 


OUR readers, we are sure, watch with loving interest the activity 
and earnestness of the little children who form Aunties’ 
constantly extending family, and to whom she addresses herself so 
effectively week by week in our Children sSupplement. Because these 
little ones form, in microcosm at least, the future of Anglo-Jewry and 
it is realised how to a very large extent as their twig is bent. so the 
tree of the future will be inclined. Happily, they have shown on 
more than one occasion that the spirit of Jewish charity and loving. 
kindness, of consideration for the poor and care for the helpless. isa 
fire already well alight in their little souls. And in no case have 
they proved this more conclusively than in the collection they are 
making whereby a \oung Israeli’ Cot may be endowed at the 
Loudon Jewish Hospital. It is not a small undertaking for the 
children to collect £500. which is the sum needed. But so zealous 
have these little ones been that wel! within the proportionate period 
they have gathered in half the required sum. This sort of thing is 
cumulative in its influence: and it will not be surprising now if the 
whole £500 is completed long before the tive years arranged as the 
time for payment. We are gratified to note the encouragement the 
children are receiving from their elders. The desire to give ina 
good cause and to sacritice for a worthy object cannot be implanted 
in human disposition too soon. And while these children— 
“Aunties” children—are, by thie collection, performing a notable 
service to poorer children who, afflicted with illmese, will from time 
to time become tenants of the “ Young Israel’ Cot, they are also 
laying up within themselves good seed which in after life will 
yield rich crops of mercy and unselfi shness. 


Shechita and the Shechita ‘Board. 


Mr. J. M. Lissack, the President of the Shechiia Board, 
evidently possesses an amount of astuteness which few who know 
him would suspect. Under his guiding influence the Board hag 
been able to filch from the pockete of consumers of kasher meat— 
mostly poor people—the considerable sum of £80,000, and hoard 
it for what is generically, if not elastically,.termed “the require- 
mente of the Board,’ deluding the consumers for a long while into 
believing that they were not @ penny the worse. They were made 
to think that the £80,000 fund accumulated by the Board was 
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brought into being on the principle of Creation itself, that it was 
built up out of nothing. And it is Mr. Lissack who deserves what 
credit there is in the matter for having directed the Board in the 
financial ways in which, we have often submitted, it should not go 
and as sat‘afying the public that the surplus was—vwell. 
beyond cavil! But the public, albeit a Jewish public, and 
therefore not too ready to grasp a_ simple financial 
problem, is beginning to see that if the Board, out of the 
sale of kasher meat, has managed to accumulate the respectable 
fortune of £30,000, since it ought to have accumulated practic- 
ally nothing—the Board is not a trading concern for making 
profits—the purchasers and consumers of kasher meat must 
betwrgn them have provided the money held by the Board. That 
has all along seemed to us one of those self-evident proposi- 
tions of an arithmetical nature which would vie for clarity 
with such a one as twice two are four. And so observing the new 
attitude of the community the astute Mr. Lissack, still anxious the 
Board should retain its wrong!y hoarded wealth, now makes a feintof 
yielding up the position. There is to be a meeting of the Board 
on Tuesday next, and on its sgenda appear various propositions for 
disposing of various amounts “out of the balance at the Bank. 

The bulk of the money comprised is to go tothe United Synagogue, 
the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, and the Federation 
of Synagogues. To that, we believe, the Board is in some way 
bound by its Constitution. Butit at the same time makes a show 
of really giving back to the poor some of the money it has managed 
to extract from them by the application of Lissackian finance. 


Lasher 


For it generously, if not wuotably, stipulates that of the 
proportion that is to go to each of the bodies named 
is to be applied by those bodies to Jewish religious 


educational purposes in London. Mr; Lissack will doubt- 
less enlarge with all the eloquent powers he possesses 
upon this item on the agenda. and call the pubiic to witness 
the wickedness of ‘the Jewish Press, in daring to insinuate that 
the Board was retaining for its own purposes money that rightly 
belongs by traditional practice, sanctified by we know nof how many 
vears of history,to institutions for the relief, maintenance, and the 
assistance of the poor. It is. however what the Editor of the 
Catholic Herald would call “an old trick. Nothing is more 
common than to find those, to whom a course of conduct inconsistent 
with right dealing has been brought home immediately trying to 
satisfy complainers by throwing to them sometrifling portion of their 
rigbt{ul demand in the hope that the bulk of what las been wrong. 
fully withheld from them may be retained wituout further question. 


TWO POSSIBILITIES. 


It is disappointing to find a financier of Mr. 
romarkable 


LISSACK'S 
capacity descending to a device of so ordinary a 
nature, assuming that it is by reason of his counsel that the Boaridis 
proceeding according to the agenda before us. For, of course, the 
question is not what the Bearl proposes to do with the £6,000 
balance at the bonk, but with that £30.000 or more, which 
it has invested in fuuded property. We sincerely hope, 
however, that Mr. Lissack or the Board will not rely too 
much upon the continued opacity or carelessness of the Jewish 
public. For it may at any moment wake up tothe full perception of 
the Board's disgracefulhoard. Then there are two possibilities, and 
neither of them is amiable to contemplate. Either the community (or 
rather a far larger proportion of it than hitherto). disgusted to think of 
the manner in which they have been exploited under the stress of reli- 
gious necessity, may decide, as unhappily so many bave done already, 
to render themselves immune from further depredation by shunning 
l-asher food. Or, another Shechila Board may be established, or 
perhaps some organisation for the supply of kasher meat, which will 
decide to function without making and retaining huge profits from 
consumers. As we say. either of those happenings would be 
regrettable to the last degree. But should they occur, then the 
Board and tho esoteric finance which it adopts, must be beld to 
blame. Ia the meantime, it is not surprising that the agenda for 
‘Tuesday next contains more than one item for extravagant 
proposals. After all, the Shechifa Board cannot eat its money— 
in any case it knows that no Rabbi would give a Heckscher for 
the Kashruth of that—and so it must spend it lavishly, while insti. 
tutions for the relief of our poor, to whom this large sum morally 
belongs, must go on lacking and suffering hungér. While we ara 
upon the subject, we would heartily congratulate Mr, CHARLES 
H. L. EMANUEL, the Solicitor and Secretary of the Deputies, upon 
the statement which he contributes to the current issue of the 
English Review in reply to an article by Major PAaGer printed in 
the November issue. its substantial excellence is seen al! 
the clearer by comparing it with the rejoinder from Major Pager, 
which follows Mr. EMANUEL’s statement in the same publication. 
That the most apzalling ignorance and misunderstanding of Shechita 
atill exist, and the prejudice concerning it is still extensive, 
are shown by a tontence in an otherwise valuable article in this 
month’ s issue of the Nineteenth Century, by Mr. L. F. EASTERBROOK.

Bacsed by the Dead.” 


By Menrror. 


T is almost needless to explain that this caption is borrowed, 
or that its origin is from across the Atlantic. An article 
appeared in a recent issue of that splendid American Review. 
Collier's Magazine, the title of which was " Are we Bossed by 

the Dead®'’ The writer discusses with some minuteness and 
with a degree of historic retrospect, the custom that so widely 
exists of persons inserting in their Wills restrictive clauses concern. 
ing beneficiaries. So prevalent is the custom, that I am told bya 
solicitor in large practice in town, that he is convinced that at least 
half the Wills proved contain minatory directions. in one form or 
another, that are to be carried out after death—from the way in 
which the testator s body is to be disposed of to the conditions under 
which bis wealth is to be distributed. 

The writer of the article referred to, regards thie practice 
on the part of those who thus seck to control affairs after 
they are no wore, as intolerable impertivence and tyranny 
that ought to be resisted. I gather that he would bave all 
such provisions rendered nugatory by law, so that a testator could 
sbipulate until he was no more, and then his stipulations would not 
be worth the paper upon which they were written, so far as their 
possessing any legal or b.nding effect is concerned. Now what 
are we to say? Isitbhisa reasonable plea, or isitin iteelf impertinence 
and tyranny? Ought not a man—is it not merely right 
and justi—to be able to do what he likes with his cwn? 
Why ebould a man who, through months of toil and yeare 
of cultivation upon his proper patch of soi). has grown 
his own plantation be denied the satisfaction of knowing that the 
work of his bands shall not be brought to destruction or to shame ’ 
It is not fair to envisage the question merely as a financial one, ae 
a question of the power which capital should maintain for itself, 
and whereby it can direct the dispositionof riches,even from the grave. 
Ifa wealthy man may not say what precisely is to become of his 
millions, then a poor lover of books or pictures or the humble 
devotee of some household god must pass into the greadb Beyond, 
fearing and trembling to think of what is to become of something 
he has, comparatively valueless in: point of money, but precious as 
a life-keepsake which he has carefully guarded all hie days. 

But the problem of post moriem control does not very frequently 
arise in very practical manner, at least in our community and so far 
as [| have been able to gather, except in the restriction of 
marriage. It is round that, more than any other point. that this 
question revolves. To be sure, we can argue it as from the m; 


to the minor principle: because if a man has no moral right and 


should have no legal right (which be now has) to make conditions 
whereby those who inherit bis wealth shall be permitted to do se 
then, of course, the power afa man to say that if his daughter or 
son, or other near relative, marries out of the faith in which the 
testator died he or she sball become disinherited, would be gone. So 
would the power of aman to say that the widow he leaves should 
remain always a widow, or that ifshe re-marry she must sacrifice 
part, if not all, of the wealtbitbat otherwise she would enjoy. 

Now, 1 concede fully and freely that it requires an unselfish 
nature and a soul high placed above buttons for a man to 
dispose of the belongings be shall leave when he is wrapped 
impotent in death, and yet shall say: * When I am dead I am dead! 
I have no right, since I cahnot know the circumstances tbat 
may arise. and the conditions that may prevail, to seek to legislate 
by stretching forth the pulseless hand from the grave. It is sufficiently 
bard upon those who are forced to strive and are bound to render 
themselves amenableto eventsand happeningsthey cannot foresee and 
they cannot control, to be governed, as they always are, by precedents, 
by matters that arose a long time ago, even by bygienic failures 
or physical or mental incapacities—thus to be governed and ruled 
indirectly, without their being governed directly by being subjected 
to what may prove a ruinous fine, if they do not obey my behbests.’ 
But, then, the contrary is also true. The man who determines to 
this after-death control must be selfish, tyrannical, or merely 
stupid and inconsiderate, if he thinks that with any approach te 
reason he can properly legislate, when life bas gone from him, for 
those who come after him—fairly, righteously and ina manuer that 
of necessity involves an intimate knowledge and understanding of 
all contributory considerations. It follows that the law should 
pot allow a man who is disposing of his wealth to be selfish 
or inconsiderate, and should encourage bim to bea higher. anobler 
being, and to take an altogether more logical view of the situation 
that will arise when the great Reaper has gathered him in. I 
would, therefore, have every estate divided up in accordance with 
a definite State regulation, as is now done wholly in intestate cases, 
and partially with every case—for the State (whatever the testator « 
wishes) always takes a certain portion unto itself. ‘This does not in 
the least take from a man the power to leave a Will by way 


of expressing his opinion, by way of guidance or counsel to those 
who will be walking the earth when he is lying enfolded in ite 
bosom. In an advisory capacity, a dead man will probably be 
tolerable and may be usefal. In an administrative and punitive 
position, he may be worse than useless, he may be dangerous--and 
frequently is. 

Now let us, each in his own circle, cast our minds back and 
see what has been the usual effect of allowing a man to 
punish those whom he leaves behind him, incase they do not follow 
the commands he gives on quitting this sublunary sphere. Take just 
the two points I have specially raised. Now often it bas happened 
that Jews have left their money to children on condition that they 
do not exter-marry, And how often it has occurred that, in effect 
and in spirit, they have exter-married and have simply walked 
round their testator s provision’ Sometimes the obj-2t of their 
affections has nominally become aJew or a Jewess, with no more 
knowledge of, or feeling for, Jndaism than bas a wel!l-bred Tomcat. 
They bave thus added desecration and pretence to the mere simu. 
lation of obedience to, say, a father. Surely it is infinitely ‘sorse 
for a Jew or a Jewess thus to behave than to become united to 
one of a different creed openly, fairly and without any 
subterfuge. But how often it has occurred, too, that a Jew or 
a Jeweses has found love, affection and respect in one above all 
others known to them, but who is not of common creed. ‘on 
eee | wish to face the real gravamen of the subject. And I say. that 
having regard to human pature as it is, and considering the position 
which the vast majority of the Jews of the world occupy vis-a-vis 
their non-Jewish neighbours, regrettable as exter-marriage alwave 
18, disastrous as it mostiy is-—about that I have not the remotest 
doubt—still I think an even less grievous sin were committed in 
such a case as I have suggested by exter-marriage, than by etifting 
aod trampling upon natural feelings and natural inclinations. And 
assuredly less than by some transparently obvious device for 
retaining a testator wealth, while metaphorically making a Chinese 
puzzle’ at Lim. as be resides be’pless and unable to retaliate in 
the grave. 

Then. finally. there is that question of marrying again. What 
right bas a man ‘or for that matter. a woman) to make the stipu 
lation that when he dies hie life partner shall remain widowed. 
Marriage ie a partnership for life. Even the Church, which is 
fairly narrow and exigeant on all questions concerning matrimony, 
does not place it at more than “until death us do part. Why 
shall a man, because he dies, Lave the right to inflict a grievous 
muleting upon his wife, if she chooses again to become anotber 
man 6 joy? Does the silly man who makes such a provision for a 
moment think that be has thereby secured in his wife's innermost 
thoughts and her deepest sentiments the likelihood of a lasting 
umemory of kindly thougbt for him’ I should think there could 
be no better way for securing a very contrary sort of recollection 

f him. 


> 
On the whole. then, I think the writer of the article: Are we 
Bossed by the Dead? has a good case—and that we 


ought not to be. There is, in fact, a good deal to be said 
for the contention that the most urgent revolution ever needed 
anywhere—and even revolutions are sometimes necessary—is 
a revolution against the dead past much more than against the 
living present. And I am persuaded that a defiance of those who 
are dead is really much more needed for promoting the happiness 
and comfort of mankind than that of those who are living. It 
certainly is in regard to the men and women who from the ever 
lasting pit would Girectly govern and control those who come after 
them.

One encounters the greatest dificuity in answering “ Mentor,” becauee 
bis article consists of half-truths, untruthes, and isio part based on hearssy. 
Therefore, in replying to him, one hasto siftonefromtheother. Criticiem 
—constructive healthy. DUestructive criticiem is dangerous | 
“Mentor” says that Leeds Jewry is leaderiess. This is ahalf-trath. It 
ie perfectly true that leeds cannot boast of a Laski, a Langdon, a Benas, 
a Cohen, etc. Bat that is not the fault of Leeds Jewry of to-day. 
Manchester aud Liverpoo! were always business centres, while Leeds, up 
till tem years ago, was practica.ly a working Class community. Yet,eveu 
up to ten years ago, we bad one man who was a fairly good leader, 
one who was respected in the community and outside. He at 
least upheld the Jewish name among the Gentiles in every 
charitable undertaking, and contributed bandsomtly to every 
Jewish institution. He may not have been an idcai leader. He 
may have been too ‘avtocratic, too narrow-winded on matters affecting 
Jewry atlarge. Buton the whole he compared very favourably with 

any other leader in the Provinces. However, he was not the only one. 
Mr. Woolfsohn, the President of the Belgrave Street Congreyation, Mr. 
Morrie, the Treasurer of the Board of Guardians, Dr. Brodetsky of the 
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Zionist Council, Mr. Lubelski of the New Synagogue, Mr. Silman, his able 
assistant, Mr. Gotlief. President of the 7almud Torah. are all men of 
whom any community in England—not excluding that of London—might 
be proud. And the most hopefal sign, the most encouraging to one who 
is an onlooker, is the large number of young men who are to-day 
taking an active part in communal affairs I challenge any city to 
produce a larger number or a more able set of young men. It is perfectiy 
true that they do not yet wield the power in the community which is 
their right. That is because they are the growth of the Ghetto. They 
are the bone of our bone, and the flesh of our flesh, and we and the [rish, 
although the most democratic people in the world, still love a lord. 

But Leeds Jewry can be prouder still of ita institutions. Whea I 
came here twenty years ago, I found Leeds Jewry a wilderness. There 
was hardly ap institution in the city, and the one or twoinexistence were 
in such a terrible state that one could not go near them. I remember the 
late Rev. M. Abrahams asking me to take part in the management of one. 
I did and endured it for four weeks but was unable to do so longer. 
I do not think I have yet recovered from the shock. But take the Leeds 
institutions of to-day. The Board of Guardians, the Herz!-Moser Hospital, 
the Home for Aged and Needy Jews, tonameafew. Why, weeven have 
a club where we do our own swearing. 

“ Mentor” says that there is more anti-Semitism in Leeds than in any 
other town. “Mentor” knows very well how beloved we are every- 
where! The only difference between Leeds and cther towns is that 
Leeds happens to be in Yorkshire, and the Yorkshiremas is known far 
his outspokenness ; while in other towns anti Semitiem is rather of a 
refined type. Of the two I prefer the first. 

Unfortunately, when one comes tothe Rabbi question in Leeds, one 
has to hang one’s headin shame. Only about two weeks ago a cortain 
advertisement appeared in your paper, in which the Meth Din announced 
that they do not hold themselves responsible for the Kashruth of 
some article of food. Just below the advertisement appeared one from 
a Rabbi stating that he accepts full responsibility for the Kashruth of 
that same article of food. My son asked me what it all meant, but f 
could not answer him. This, however, Sir, is a legacy of the old 
generation, and will right itself in time. But | would venture this sug. 
gestion to the leaders of the Jewish commuopity in Leeds: that they make 
an almost super-human effort to pension off all the Kabbonim and engage 
one outstanding figure in Jewry to be the spiritual leader in Leeds. 
Sooner or later this will have to be done, or our youth, who are anxious 
to turn again to the right, will turn away from us with disgast. Sol 

would say to our leaders; Let this question be your chief task during the 
next twelve months. Gather around you all the best elements in the 
community, induce the younger members to help you, tackle the problem 
with cuurage, assert yourselves, and victory is yours.

Sin,—When “A Leeds Jew” penned his alleged defence of Leeds 
Jewry, I picsume he had good intentions, but he morely supplemented 
“ Mentor’s” criticism by giving a few actual proofs. 


Unfortunately, he gave his facts an ugly twist. He claimed that 
“Mentor” was guilty of an outburst that was absurd and unjustified, but 
in the whole of “ Mentor's” article there was no statement as cruel as 
“A Leeds Jew's” criticism of our Jewish manual workers. 

The slam question is a social one, for which these Jews are not 
responsible; but, though they may be poor, and though they dc live in 
mean streets and terrible houses, their “Jewishness” is more evident 
than that of their se!{.styled superiors. A careful inspection of the 


balance-sheets of the various Jewish charitable institutions will convince 


any unbiased person that, in proportion, the Jewish manual workers of 
Leeds contribute more than their richer Chapeltown coreligionists. 

The problem is nota financial one. In the gradual Anglicisation of 
Leeds Jewry, the English (°) Jews are assuming the class distinctions of 
England. The community is not a mob; it is a collection of mobs. 

For the existing Leeds Jewry I see no hope. It refuses to get out of 
its grooves, but there is hope for the next generation if young Jewry 
takes the reins now. 

If I have pierced correctly the pen name of “A Leeds Jew,” I think 
he is the man in Leeds who can wave the magic wand. Let him band 
together the intellectual young Jews with their poorer brethren. Let 
him teach them that Mammon is not the God of Israel. Let him teach 
them that possession of money and attendance at a university do not 
make men superior to their less fortunate brethren.

DEATH OF PROFESSOR MARCUS HARTOG. 


The death occurred, suddenly, in Paris, last week. at the age of 
seventy-five, of Professor Marcus Hartog, F.Z.8., F.R.H.S., the well- 
known biologist. 

Professor Hartog wasa very versatile man,anJa remarkable linguist. 
He read in five or six languages, and delivered lectures on biology, 
botany. zoology, and geology. He was also an expert in the science of 
heredity, and had devoted much time to the refutation of Weissmann’s 
arguments concerning the transmission of acquired characteristics. 
Professor Hartog’s research work lay chicfly in the sphere of cell 
division, reprodaction, heredity, and kindred subjects. A collection of 
his papers on theso subjects was published some ten years ago under the 
title, “ Problems of Life and Reproduction.” He was a voluminous 
reader, particularly of novels, and had also a great knowledge and 
appreciation of music. 

The deceased was a son of Alphonse Hartog, Professor of French at 
the London Royal Academy of Music. His mother at one time kepta 
school in London, among the notable pupils of which was the late Mrs. 
Sarah Ayrton, Professor Hartog’sfiratcousin. His eldest brother, Nama 
Hartog, bad a brilliant career at Cambridge, and was one of the few 
men to take a ‘double first”--he obtained a first class in Classics and 
was also Senior Wrangler. Another brother, Mr. P. J. Hartog, wae 
for many years lecturer and demonstrator in the Chemical Department 
of Owens College, Manchester, and is now Vice-Chancellor of the 
University of Dacca, India. 

Professor Hartog, who was bornin London, was educated at the City 
of London School, and graduated M.A. at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
with first class honours. Subsequently he gained the D.Sc. degree of 
University College, Cambridge. He was first appointed Assistant Director 
at Peradenya Botanical Gardens, Ceylon, and then to Owens College, 
Manchester, after which he became Professor of Zoology at Queen's 
College, Cork, a post which he retained till 1921, when he retired to 
Meudon, near Paris. His services at Cork were highly esteemed, and a 
Hartog Bursary was recently founded in his honour by an old student. 
Professor Hartog married a French lady, from Nancy, who, with two 
children, survives him. One is Mr. W. G. Hartog, formerly Assistant 
Professor in French at University Ccllege, London. The other, a daughter, 
is the wife of Professor William Cramp, of the Electrical Logineering 
Depariment of Birmingham University. 


Mra. WOLF JAVITZ. 

Mr. Wolf Javitz, the well-known Jewish scholar and Hebraist, has 
died in London at the age oi seventy-six. The deceased, who was born 
at Kolna, Rossia, and educated in Warsaw, was the author of several 
works on Jewish history and other Jewish matters. and was a frequent 
contributor on many subjects to the Jewish and general press. He resided 
in Palestine from 1&7 to 1897, and settled in Eagland during the war. 
A photograph of the deceased appeared in yesterday's Jewish World.

I feel | must pay a last modest 
tribute to the man, the friend, the patriarch, whose charming personality 
and ideal character I have known in his home life. He was a devoted 
husband and father, a sincere friend, a kind teacher and adviser. 

Mr. Javitz came to Antwerp shortly after the death of his beloved 
wife, the clover and gifted Golda Javitz-Pines, herself a Hebrew scholar 
and the true helpmate in all his writings. Only the love of his childrep 
helped him to overcome this terrible blow. In Antwerp, as everywhere, 
Mr. Javitz made the deepest impression by his scholarship, his know- 
ledge, and especially by his intense sincerity and purity of character. 
He was modesty and kindliness itself, but if anything Jewish was attacked 
or belittied, then this mild, kindly man would stand up against anybody ; 
his soft voice would thunder, his eyes would flash. 

Deeply religious and scrupulously observant, Mr. Javitz was yet 
broadminded; he took a lively interest in all the happenings of the day, 
apd both young and old who came to visit him in his stady were im pressed 
by this kind-hearted scholar and upright Jew. 

Many people outside the large family circle will feel the void and 
mourn the passing away of this wonderful man—a light in Israel—_but } 
have lost a lifelong friend, almostasecond father. I cannothelp recalli:@ 
the words Goethe wrote upon Schiller’s death: “Ach, sic haben, ewmen

PENALTIES FOR CONTEMPT OF COURT, 


On Friday, before the Lord Chief Justice ard Mr. Justice Greer, 

sitting as a Divisional Court, Mr. Charlies Diamond, Editor of the Ca holic 
Hera d, and the New Catholic Press, Ltd., appeared on a peremptory 
order of the Court to show cause why they shou'd not be punished for 
contempt of Court ia respect of a paragraph commenting on the case of 
Joseph Mendelson, a defendant in recent procec dings at Bow Street. 
_ Me. Justice Avony, who was on the Bench, prior to the beginning of 
the proceedings, said that he observed that the sawe issue of the ps per con. 
tained a vulgar libel on bim personally. Lest it might be thought that 
his contempt for the writer of that article might prejudice him in that 
case, he proposed to withdraw acd take no part in the proceedings. Ile 
thereupon left the Bench. 

Mr. H. J. ROWLANDS, on behalf of the Company, pleaded that the 
paragraph, for which Mr. Diamond took full reaponsibility, was unlikely 
to impede the course of justice, Lut on behalf of his c lents he withcrew 
the paragraph, and tendercd fu!l apolog'es to the complainant againat 
whom they withdrew absolutely all suggestions and insinuations. lle put 
in an affidavit by the Secretary of the Company embodying this apolegy. 

Mr. DIAMOND, who appeared in person, read a long and rambling 
statement, which he prefaced by a suggestion that Mr. Justice Avory's 
action was likely to prejudice him. lle said that the care under trial was 
the occasion but not the subject of the paragraph, which referred to the 
claim so often made by persons of Jewish nationality to be of a different 
nationality. He had no prejadice against Jews as such, and had often 
supported charitable appeals for Jews, but he disapproved cf Moses 
Levinstein cailing himself Augustus Vere de Vere. He read corre-. 
spondence from an Irish correspondent protesting against the assumption 
of Irish names by Jewish moneylenders, Ile had seen a shop labelled 
“ All. Beitiab,” and had gone in and was grected, “Vell, vot can I do for 
When be asked, “ Where's your all-British he 
was told ho had gone out to tea. (Laughter.) The paragraph was a 
general statement on a public matter. He pleaded that threughout his 
long journalistic career he had always been devoted to peace, liberty, 
and justice, and sided with the under-dog. In this instance he had 
made use of ordinary journalistic freedom to make a general observa. 
tion on a question of public interest. If it was thought that the 
paragraph io any way prejudiced a man under trial, he would greatly 
regret it, and he placed himself at the di«position of the Court. He 
submitted that the case ought never to have been brought 

The LorD Cuier Justice said that the gravamen of the paragraph 
was contained in the words, “when they are cut toswindle.” There 
could be no room for dou!t or controversy that they meant, as plainiy as 
words could say, that the man Mendelson was out to swindle, and the 
question was what was the proper course to be adopted in face of that 
publication. Ithad been said that the newspaper in which the para- 
graph appeared had not a large circulation, at any rate in this country. 

far as the publishers were concerned, they had made an 
ungualified expression of regret. So far as Mr. Diamond was con- 
cerned, it was apparent that the chief responsibility rested 
with him, and his main argument appeared to be that this 
paragraph did not, in apy way, deal with the alleged guilt 
of Mr. Mendelson. That was a view which it was not possible 
bo accept. As to the meaning which these words were likely to 
convey there could be no doubt, and the question, therefore, was whether, 
in view of the apology made by Mr. Diamond, ian the midst of much else 
that amounted toa suggestion that this application ought never to have 
been made—whether this case could be dealt with in the lenient manner 
in which some previous offenders bad been dealt with. If he thought 
that that paragraph was clearly intended to prejudice the course of 
justice it would be his duty to punish the ¢ fence very severely. He was 
not prepared to say that was the case, but, on the other band, it was not 
possible to resist the conclusion that these words were calculated to 
prejudice the tria). He thought the ends of justice w:u'd be met by the 


payment of a fine of £10 by the Company anda fine of £40 by Mr. Diamond,

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“The Bones of Joseph.”

Ard Moscs took the bones of Joseph with him: for he had straitly 
sworn the children of Israel, saying, God wili sure/y tisi t pow, and ye 
shall carry up my bones away hence with you (Exodus rit, 19), 


Among the few possessions which the children of Israei wereable totske 
with them when th: y left Egy pt were the bones of Joseph. It was Moses 
who secured them for the people. The maa who was responsible for Israel's 
safety in the futute had to think of the past. By acquiring some cf the 
relics of a past age he intended to inspire bis people and fill it with hopes 
and ambitions for the future. The people itself never thought of this. 
Oa the cvo of their departure from the land of bon tage the Israelites 
conld think of nothing bat of material provisions for their journey. 
They not only provided themselves with bread, but also secured jewels 
of gold and jewels of si.ver. “ They spoiled the Egyptians.” Moses also 
epoilcd the ptians—but not by acquiring their silver and their gold. 
Israei'a leader also made provision for the future—but not by securing 
auch goods ascould be casily turned into an idol and prove a stumbling 
block to the people. Indeed, it was ia that very heuc in which the 
Israelites went to thcic neighbours to borrow thoir j)swels—so our sager 
tell us—that Moses left bis people and went to the crypt4and sepulchres 
ofthe Egvptisn nobles tosearch for the shrine containing the bones of 
Joseph. [+s was not onty the oath which bis ancestors bad taken, the 
promise which Joseph's brethren had made to the djing raler, bat also 
the effect which the presence in Israei’s camp cof the remains of a man 
like Joseph was bound to exercise upon the peop'c, that ioduced Moses 
to search among

and princes, and to burden the children of Israel with a treasure the 
immediate value of which they could not understand. And what was the 
effect’ It helped Israel to pass safely through the sea and the wilder- 
pese, and ultimately to reach the premised land, “The sea saw it and 
fied.” “What did it see?” ourseges ask. “Iteaw the coffin containing 
the bones of Joseph,” they answer. The nations greeted Israel with 
respect, andallowed the people that had esciped from bondage to pass 
through their territories unbiodered. Why? the Kab.is say, 
“there were two arks carried in front of the people One contained the 
remains of Joseph; the other contained the tables of the Law.” The 
vations wondered and irquired what these were, When they were told 
that the one was a reminder of a great past, andthe othcr was a harbinger 
of a atill greater future, they understood and exprissed admiration 
They made room for the wanderers. They saw that the lsraelites were 


uot a tribe of slaves who had suddenly shaken «ff the yoke of bondage, ~ 


that they were not a race without a history, without a pist worth recall. 
ing. They realised that Israel cherished bopes and ambitions, the like of 
which no other race had yet conceived. ‘ But why place the coffia con. 
taining the remains of a dead man ia front of the ark containing the Law 
of God >" the heathen tribes fnquired. “ Bec.use,” they were answered, 
“during his lifetime that map kept the Law even thongh it had pot yet 
been given tous.” Now TON. 

Israel's tribes soon realised that Moses was right. They soon 
discovered that they posscssed a greater treature in that sacred relic 
than in al! the gold and silver that they succeeded in obtaining from the 
Egyptians. The mummy which they carried with them assumed for 
them new life and new significance. It reminded them cf a glorious 
age that lay behind them. It secured for them the respect of the nations. 
It recalled to their own minds the deeds and achievewents of a man who 
had been the ruler of Egypt but always remained a son ofdacob. It 
showed them the way in which to combine absolute freedom and political 
equality with loyalty to the race and faith to which they belonged, I¢ 
shewed them how cven their neighbours respected the memory of a man 
who, in the high position which he attained in the land of his adoption, 
never forgot his duties to his own brethren and the claims of the land of 
his fathers. It taught them the meaniog and the value of true freedom 
and real greatness combined with 

LOYALTY TO THE LAW OF GOD 
and sincere regard for the heritege of their ancestors. It showed them 
also bow a race that valued its great men and placed them in front of its 
advancing forces, could pass safely through sea and desert and find 
protection in the very floods that threatened to overwhelm them 
sain on> ovat. 

It was not only in those early days of our history that 
the services rendered to Israel by its “Josephs” could plainly 
be seen. Ina all ages aod in all lands the life and progress of 
our people were safeguarded by the men whose achievements 
were recognised and whose memory was biessed by succeeding 
generations. In ail ages and in all lands it was the men of the 
spirit, rendered immortal by their attainments in the realm of. 
ideas, who paved the way for their wandering brethren and secured for 
their peoplo a passage through the floods of hatred and waves of persecu- 
tion. It was they also who protected their communities from the dis. 
integrating « fect of the sun of freedom that occasionally appeared from 
bebiod the clouds and spread a dazzling lightin Israel's camps. And as 
lopg as our communities understood the value of their great men, and 
paid due regard and reverence to the inspired minds in their midst, their 
life was safe and their progress was assured. The respect for the men 
who devoted their lives to the study and exposition of the Torah, the 
reverence for the memory of the sages, scholars, poets, and thinkers, of 
whom it could be said M75 SINSwW AD MT ON/P. the attention paid to the 
sacred heritage which their leaders and teachers had be jueathed unto 
them after a life full of intellectual «ffors and spiritual achievement—all 
this kept the remnant of Israel alive and protected it from the fate that 
befell other nations and otber communities. 

The question has now to be put: What about the Jew of to-day? 
What about ourselves’ Do our communities of to-day recognise the ralue 
of those ancient safeguards, and do they realise the importance of the 
part which the men of learning, piety, and spiritual attainment ought to 
play in the preservation of their Jewish life’ Do they pay due regard 
to the sacred relics of the past and to the men who guard them and make 
them accessible tothe people? some of our sacred treasures, itis true, are 
still cherished and revered. There is, for instance, the ark in front of 
us, Which contains the scrolls of the Law. We regard it as sacred. There 
ave the Scrolls themselves to which we render homage when they are 
produced from the ark-——the contents of which are recited and listened 
to by us with a degree of reverence and awe inspired by a knowledge of 
their antiquity and by a consciousness of the enormous distance that

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separates us from the world in Which the Lawgiver lived. Bot what 
about the men who study the Law? What about those who expound 
the teachings of tl e Torah as applied to . 
OUR LIFE OF To-pay? 

What position do they occupy in cur Community? How do we encourage 
men of intellect devoting their lives to the study and « x position of Israel's 
spiritual products, to pursue their sacred Calling? How do we regard 
the men of ideas as compared with the men of wealth and of 
social distinction? What opportunity does the community give to the 
exponents of the teachings of Judaism to become real jeaders endowed 
with dignity and with a true sense cf reeponsibility? Do we realise how 
meaningless is the homage that we pay to the scrol) of parchment. or to 
the printed book, if the men who study and interpret its contents are 
treated as hired servants and are denied the standing which is bistorically 
theirs? Think cf the way in which our fathers treated their rabbis. 
teachers, and religious leaders only a century ago' Think of the effect 
which this treatment of the men of ideas had upon the growing genera. 
tion, upon the bopes and ambitionr, longings‘and aspirations cf the young 
men and women in cur communities! We know that for many centuries 
the rabbis and leaders in Israel were the actual leaders and guides of the 
people, and were also the pride of their race. For many centuries the 
words of the exponent of the Torah were listened to with attention, 
eagerness, and reverence and his advice was followed without hesitation. 
The discourses of the rabbis and preachers attracted immense con. 
gregations, whenever and wherever an opportunity was given to the 
people to listen to them. The pulpits were centres of attraction 
and of influence with which no other institution could compete. 
And the learned men who occupied them were aware cf the sacredness 
of the calling and of the importance of their positions. They were 
conscious of their responsibilities and obligations, their rights and their 
duties. and knew bow to use their influence for the spiritua) advancement 
of the people. 

And to-day’ Discourses and addressesare delivered from the pulpits 
cf our synagogues perbaps more [re«uently than in former timer. and the 
preacbers’ exhortations form an essential part of our services. But what 
difference do they make? What lasting effect do they produce’ How 
many listeners deem it their duty to ponder the werds addressed to thew 
from the pulpit, or to think over the contents of the message derived 
from the Biblical portion of the day, or to discuss the lesson with their 
relatives and friends on returning to their homes? While many of is are 
greatly concerned about 

THE LENGTH OF THE SERVICE 
or the amount of time occupied by the preacher, the number of those who 
are affected by the message conveyed and take it to heart, is infinitesimal. 
Some say it is not the fault of the people. It is the fault of the men who 


celiver the message. They compare the occupants of the puilpits of the 
present day with their great predecessors, the Rabbis and Teachers of 
old. They say: the difference is too striking. They point tothe weak. 
pesses in the sermons, to the faults in the preachers. They may be right. 
But what gave the Rabbis of old their superiority ? How were the men 
produced who were themselves inspired and conld inspire others’ What 
induced the men with the createst intellects, with rare abilities, with 
inexhaustible energy, to devote themselves to the sacred calling cf a Rabbi 
and Teacher in Israc)’ What made their tongues elcqvent, their words 
weighty, their message inspiring? It was chiefly the encouragement 
they received from the people. It was the way in which they were 
treated by the community, the mannerin which their words were received 
by their congregations, the importance that was attached to their position, 
the reverence that was accorded to their, instruction, the attention that 
was paid to their advice. 

We in this country are moving in a vicious circle. We lower the 
status of the men who devote themselves to the service of (;0d; we limit 
the influence and importance of the pulpit; we ignore the claims of the 
men of ideas; we place the ’ spiritcal guides” atthe back cf ourcamp, or 
behind the door of cur Council Chamber, and deny them the right to lead or 
even to share in the respor.sibility of conducting the affairs of the con- 
gregations, and then we complain and condemp. Are then the results to 
be wondered at’ Ifitis true thatit is only those among us who have 
no prospects of attaining success in other fields and other callings that 
devote themselves to the work once performed by the ablest men in 
Israe], who ts to blame? Why are there so mapy iearned Rabbis, 
eloquent preachers, inspiring teachers, still to be found in the Jewish 
commubpities of the European Continent? Why is the pulpit still a centre 


_of attraction in the synagogues of many ofthose communities’ Why are 


there hundreds of men and women still to be found in the houses of 
worsbip of other lands, who listen most eagerly and attentively to the 
words spoken from the pulpits, who 
FLOCK TO THE SYNAGOGUES 

where these words can be heard, and who allow themselves to be 
impressed and inspired by the message they receive from these exponents 
of Judaism’? Why’? Because there, the historic position of the Rabbi 
and Preacher is still continued. Because there, respectand reverence are 
still paid to spiritual effort and intellectual achievement, and the inter- 
preters of Israel's teachings and traditions are still placed in front of the 
camp-—tbat they may lead. The sense of responsibility is thua 
strengthened, the genius of leadersbip is thus awakened. Here we allow 
the men who occupy the pu)pits to preach; bere we regard it as a favour 
or an honour bestowed upon the preacher if we come to listen to his 
words, or if we compose ourselves in patience until the very limited time 
allotted to the sermon is over. What wonder, then, that there is no 
inspiration in the pulpit, and there is no ambition felt by our young men 
to become interpreters of Judaism in our modern synagogue ? 

How long will this last? I¢ will last as long as gold and silver and 
glittering jewels will be regarded by us as the bighest and proudest 
acquisition. It will last as long as © spoiling the Igyptians,” successful 
buying and selling, will be the only means of obtaining recognition and 
securing a safe position. It will last as long as our provisions for our 
journey through life, as individuals and as a community, will consist 
merely in political freedom, material comfort, successful assimilation 
and the high social positions which members of our community 
may now and again succeed in attaining. Not until we shall return 
to the idealism of our fathers shall we witness a revival of Judaism 
and a re-inspiration of its teachers and interpreters. Not until our com- 
munities will allow men of ideals to lead them spiritually will ideal men 
come forward and assume the leadership. 

This time may indeed be near at hand. Some of us can already 
discern a wave of idealism rising and spreading among some cf the 
younger elements in our ccmmnnity. It may be part of the general tide 
of ncbler ideas and broader conceptions that seems tec be rising and 
getting ready to cover the scenes of rnin and desolation caused by the 
nations’ greed and mutual hatred. We shall have nothing to regret if 
the wave comes soon, and wipes out the traces of spiritual decay

My Desr Cousin, 

I am under the impression that many Gentiles are often puzzled to 
know precisely what a Rabbiis: A Bishop ora minister of religion are 
clear enough, but a Rabbi presents difficulties. The problem becomes 
still more involved by the existence in this country of Rabbis and Ministers. 
Gentiles often ask themselves: Is a Jewish Rabbi the same as a Jewish 
Minister? Jewish Ministers who give lectures to Christian audicnces are 
for the most part described as “ Jewish Rabbis.” 

It seems to me that there is also a large number of Jews who do not 
know precisely what a Rabbiis. Let it be stated at once that the term 
“ Rabbi” is really a degree, compareble to the Degree of Master granted 
by a University. The Hebrew word "3% or 3% actually means Master, 
and I suggest that in the first instance a Rabbi was a Master of Jewish 
Law. Indeed, in medieval Anglo-Jewish documents the names of men 
are found who are described as “ Masters of Jewish Law” (Magistri legis 
judaice). The degree may be conferred on any Jew who is able to pass 
the requisite examination. 

In the Talmudic Age a scholar took his Degree of Rabbi after having 
sat at the feet of the wise sufficiently long for him to qualify for the 
honour. Any man might aspfre to become a Master, and, asa matter of 
fact, the great majority of the Rabbis of the Talmud were not professional 
Rabbis. They each had their occupation. They were smiths, shoo 
makers, tent makers, farmers. They devoted themselves to learning 
because they loved learning. To learn was a religious duty, to which 
ordinary average Jews became devoted. 

There was a certain ceremonial when the Degree of Master was 
bestowed, including the laying on of hands ("S"D5), a practice dating 
back to the time of Moses, who followed this course in his ordination of 
Josbua. There was an old tradition among Jews, formulated by R. 
Joshua ben Levi, that "S°SS could only be performed in Palestine 
(PND PIMs MDDS PN). The practice of the laying on of hands is still 
current in the Christian Churches at the ceremonial of Ordination; 
among Jews it was abolished some time probably in the filth century. It 
appears that when the caadicate had received the Degree of Master, it 
was bis duty to give a discourse to the public in order to prove bis quali. 
fications. Now and again ignorant fellows managed to get the Degree of 
Rabbi, especially when the power of conferring degrees was vested in an 
individual; and there is at least one instance where ap ignoramus was 
shown up—by Rabbi Judah ben Nachmani. Moreover, though the Degrees 
was always that of Rabbi, there were various crades of Kabbis. The 
certificates of eome differed from those of others. One man was allowed 
to decide all cases without exception; the competency of others was 
limited. The formula, which is incorporated in the Rabbinical Diploma 
down to this day, is that used when R. Judah ordained Rabba bar Dar 
Chana: PT TT AT. “Be shall surely decide; he shall surcly 
judge.” But when necessary, reservations were and are introdcced into 
the Certificate. 

In olden days, a Rabbi was a Judge, giving decisions on the everyday 
affairs of life—on matters affecting business, on questions arising in the 
family, on the practices and customs of religious observances. and the 
solution of moral and ethical problems. Jews regarded life as a whole; 
there was no distinction between lay and clerical, between religious and 
secular. As long as Jews had their own internal jurisdiction and formed 
& commuhity within the State, the Rabbi's sphere of influence was all. 
comprehensive. In the Middle Ages he was not only a religious leader, 
but also a practical lawyer, and frequently a judge. He was head of the 
Beth Din, or Jewish Court of Law. In modern times, and particularly 
after the emancipation of Jews, the legal functions of the Rabbi were 
reduced to a minimum, and he became, above all else, a teacher of 
religion to young and old alike. As his legal activities declined, his 
work in social amelioration increased, and there are Jewish Kabbis to-day 
who, with their wives, have a splendid record to their credit of -work 
among the poor and the helpless. 

The position of Rabbis in England is peculiar. The community, 
recognising perhaps the decline in the importance of the legal work ofthe 
Rabbi, is so organised that it has “ Ministers” to provide for its religious 
life. Such legal functions as remain are dealt with by one Head Rabbi and 
a number of Assistant Rabbis, who form the Beth Din of London. The 
Head Kabbi, as we know, is called the Chief Rabbi, but a 
close examination of the position of the Chief Rabbi shows that he 
thrones in lonely splendour. If every congregation in the Anglo-Jewish 


community had a Rabbi, there might be some point in having the office 
of Chief Rabbi, or perhaps he might be called with greater clearness 
“ Arch-Rabbi.” This would correspond to the Bishops and their Arch- 
bishop. But as things are at present, the Chief Rabbi's office reminds one 
She there 


of the condit?n of affairs which Alice found in Wonderland. 
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saw the grinning head cf a Cheshire Cat, but no body was apparent. 
Future historians of Anglo-Jewry will probably discover that this curious 
position was the result of deliberate policy on the part of the holders of 
the office of Chief Rabbi in the second half of the nineteenth century. 
But be that as it may, the Anglo-Jewish community is officially organised 
on this basis. 

Attempts have been made to show that there were Chief Rabbis in 
England in the pre-Expulsion period. But they were made by scholars 
who were too much interested in the cffice to study the records withont 
bias. Later research has shown that there was indeed not exactly a Rabbi. 
but a Presbyter, and he was described as a Presbyter of all the Jews of 
England (Presbyter omnium Jud@orum Anglia). These officials were 
appointed for life, and in the thirteenth century there are distinct records of 
at least six of them. But they were no Rabbis, and certainly not Chief 
Rabbis. They were civil officials, officers of the Jewish Exchequer, 
whose duty it was to see that the dues owing to the King by the Jews 
were punctually and properly paid. Anglo-Jewish medieval records do 
indeed refer to Rabbis, but they were called Masters of the Law (1/7 jistri 
de Lege). 

In all probability the term Chief Rabbi was brought to this country 
from Germany. In Germany down to this very day there are Rabbis 
(Rabbiner), and now and again one also comes across Senior, or Head 
Rabbis ((/)er-Rabbiner). The first Dr. Adler, who came to London from 
Hanover, brought with him the conception of the Ober-Rulbiner, which in 
an Loglish dress became Chief Rabbi. Unfortunately, however, the 
tendency in this country has been against the general training of ordinary 
Rabbis. The degree was conferred only in special cases and by way of 
exception, whereasin all other countries there were institutions of which 
all students became Rabbis. The struggle for the granting of the 
Rabbinical Diploma in this country was long and bitter, and at the present 
time it is at least possible for a student to quality as Rabbi if he so 
wishes. 

Western Europe and America the Degree is now granted by College 
authorities. A Board of Examiners testify that the bolder of the Diploma 
has jbeon trained for the Degree, and has passed somo examination to 
qualify for it. In olden days, from the century onward, the 
was grantod by individuals, and this practice is continued in Eastern Europe 


to this very day, a practice which is clearly open to abuse. A social 


institution which serves the needs of Jewry in Eastern Ecrope, does not 
always bold good for Western Europe; and as it happens that wany 
Rabbis from Eastern Europe have settied in this country, in a good 
many instances they have been centres of discord in the community. 
Many of these “foreign” Rabbis are found in London, buta good many 
more are to be met in the provinces, and, with few exceptions, none of 
them will “ recognise,” as it is called, the authority of the Chief Rabbi. 
They argue that there is no such thing as a Chiet Kabbi : that among Jows 
there are only Rabbis; and that as they are Rabbis, they consider them. 
selves as possessing equal authority withthe Chief Kabbi Yet suchisthe 
vanity of some of these gentlemen, that they proceed to entitle themselves 
“Chief Rabbi of Luton,” or it may be of Yarmouth, or possibly of Hull 

Ig would be a matter of interest to enquire how many “Chief Kabbis ” 
there are up and down on the earth,and who granted them their style. 
Beside the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, there is, I believe, a “ Chief 
Rabbi of South Africa,” and another of, l am told, Cardiff. I often wonder 
whether anybody has read the Diplomas of our Rabbis. Are they ail in 
possession of Diplomas? Of what value are some of these documents? 
There are M.A.’s, of Oxford. and M.A.’s, of certain hole and corner 
American “ Universities.’" So there are Rabbis,and Rabbis. Judging by 
the conduct of several of them who have exercised Rabbinicai functions 
in certain provincial centres in England, their sense of moral responsibility 
ismot very high. They appear to understand nothing of the need of peace 
within Jewry. Some of them may have learning, but they are not 
versed in the ways of of the world. Their outlook is narrow. 
They have little judgment and less power ofshandling men. Coming from 
a medixval atmosphere, they learn nothing and forget nothing. In their 
desire to push themselves forward they have on their lips the great words 
“liberty " and “ justice,” forgetting all the time that their conduct may 
be jeopardising some important Jewish principle or the welfare of the 
community as a whole. Whatever one may say of the office of Chiet 
Rabbi, at any rate it is recognised by the community as representing the 
majority of the Jews of England. It may be that certain groups desire a 
greater or less rigidity in religious practices, and they have a Rabbi of 
their own. It depends on the personality of the individual in these cases. 
Some, as we know, are scholars and gentlemen, commanding the love and 
affection of their flock. These realise that private scheming is an evil 
worthy of condemaation. At the same time they hold strong views and 
rigid beliefs, and in all fairness they must be met. But the irresponsible 
Rabbis of smal! communities, into whose competency no one has looked, 
and whose personalities are not of the kind to inspire confidence, cannot 
be expected to claim consideration for their views, especially when they 
are not, what is called in England, “ playing the game.” 

The problem is, how to obtain co-operation in the interests of Jewry 
of all properly accredited Rabbis. There can be no doubt that, as was 
suggested in a Leading Note in last week's Jewish Chronicie, the com- 
munity requires some such body as a Rabbinical Synod, to include all 
Rabbis who hold a satisfactory qualification. Let the Synod meet from 
time to time to discuss outstanding questions which are of importance to 
the great mass of Jews, such as Shechita. Let them condemn faction, 
no matter from what quarter it comes. (The petty spite of some of the 
Rabbis of small local congregations is reminiscent of the quarrels of 
Kamtzo and Bar-Kamtzo, which led to the destruction of Jerusalem). 
Let them recognise that all who hold the Degree of Rabbi from an 
authority commanding respect, whether they belong to the Left, the 
Right, or the Contre wing of the community, should be qualified to 
participate in their proceedings. The advantage of such a Synod would 
be that it would speak with one voice for the whole of Anglo-Jewry. If 
its motives and ideals were high, it would easily command tho respect of 
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the great mass of Jews. Instead of the curse of faction—and the 
factions of ecclesiastics are worse than any other they would bri: 4 the 
community peace and concord. The outside world interests of Jewry 
make it necessary to present the Jewish case with one voice and not 
with wany, for the “Chief Rabbi” of Yarmouth, or of Hull, to write to 
local M.P.’s about Shechita, and to write moreover in the name of the 
Rabbis of England, is not only impertinence, but mischeyous folly. The 
time will surely come when the Jews of this country will realise that they 
cap have unity without uniformity. One step in the direction of bringing 
about unity might be the establishment of a Nabbinical Synod. If this is 
done in time, the religious life of Anglo-Jewry may be strengthened. If 
it is neglected, the petty squabbles of the Rabbis will inevitably under- 
mine the religious life of the community. Wemay then have Rabbis and 
Chief Rabbis, aud even “Chief Rabbis of Hall.” Bat they will bave no 
flock to lead,

‘American Communal Organisations.” 
ADDRESS BY MISS J. FRANKLIN. 


Miss J. Franklin addressed the West End Jewish Literary Society on 
Sunday at 52, Hyde Park Gardens (the residence of Mr. and Mre. L. B. 
Franklin), on “American Jewish Communal Organisations: Can We 
Learn from Them?” Mr. Colin Cohen presided. 


Miss FRANKLIN said that she did not pretend to have made an exhaus- 
tive study of all the Jewish charities in Awerica, but she had seen a great 
deal of them in Philadelphia, Los Angeles, San Francisco, Chicago, 
Boston, and New York. She referred to the enormous number of our 
people in America and to the very smal! degree of orthodoxy that existed 
there. It was very distressing to see the way s0 many of the o'd customa 
and traditions were very quickly lost, and to find that in the principa) 
Jewish hospitalin New York the synagogue was not usd for services, 
but, she believed, as a cinema, and that Aasicr food was not pro- 
vided. On the other hand, there was very much more philanthropy 
among the American Jews than one found over here. She drew 
attention particularly to two organisations—the Synagogue Centre and 
the Federation of Charities. The former was a comparatively new 
idea, and was orobably copied from the Noncomformists, who ran their 
chapels as the centres of social activities. In addition to the Religion 
Classes and complete committee rooms attached to the synagogue, there 
was a Young Men’s Hebrew Association, with gymnasium and swimming 
bath, and a kasher restaurant. This idea, she felt, was something 
that could well be imitated over here. The Federation of Charities, the 
originators of which were Jews, had extended its work to raising funds 
for all the charities of the city. She was not advocating that there 
should be one charity body for the whole of London, but thought there 
could very well be a Federation of Jcwish charities. The personal interest 
taken in the institutions tn America was greater than over here. It 
was, for instance, the custom for a very large number of people to have 
their Seder Service in the Orphanage, with the orphans. In New York 
there were a number of Young Women’s Hebrew Associations, which 
compared favourably with any of our clubs. 

Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN said that at the meeting held recently at New 
Court to consider the question of the Co-ordination of Charities it was 
decided to see whether by co-ordination, economy or improvement could be 
introduced into the charities. He thought this was preferable to the 
American way, as he considered the spending of money more important 
than its collection. 

On the motion of Mrs, M. A. SPIELMAN, thanks were accorded to Mr, 
and Mrs. Franklin for their hospitality. 

The Rev. E. Levine, M.A., in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
said that the report she had brought back of her visit to America revealed 
ber as a lady with great imagination, wonderful intuition, and a Jewish 
heart, full of sympathy. In the synagogues in England there was 95 per 
cent. of antiquated traditions and only about 5 per cent. room for original- 
ity. Untila new spirit permeated the community here it would not be 
possible for progress to he made. The Liberal Synagogue had started ite 
life entirely unfettered, and they had seen how its ciub and other activities 
had progressed. Whether they agreed with it or not—and he personally 
did not—thay could not help admiring the progress that had been made, 
People complained of the multiplicity of appeals, even if they did not 
contribute. If there were a system of federation it might be possible te 
make every member of the community contribute something.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMML. 
CCXXIIL.—Rabbis and Chief Rabbis. 


My Dear Cousin, 

I am under the impression that many Gentiles are often puzzled to 
know precisely what a Rabbiis: A Bishop ora minister of religion are 
clear enough, but a Rabbi presents difficultics. The problem becomes 
still more involved by the existence in this country of Rabbis and Ministers. 
Gentiles often ask themselves: Is a Jewish Rabbi the same as a Jewish 
Minister? Jewish Ministers who give lectures to Christian audiences are 
for the most part described as “ Jewish Rabbis.” 

It seems to me that there is also a large number of Jews who do not 
know precisely what a Rabbiis. Let it be stated at once that the term 
“ Rabbi” is really a degree, compareble to the Degree of Master granted 
by a University. The Hebrew word "3% or 3% actually means Master, 
and I suggest that in the first instance a Rabbi was a Master of Jewish 
Law. Indeed, in medieval Anglo-Jewish documents the names of men 
are found who are described as “ Masters of Jewish Law” (Magistri legis 
judaice). The degree may be conferred on any Jew who is able to pass 
the requisite examination. 

In the Talmudic Age a scholar took his Degree of Rabbi after having 
sat at the feet of the wise sufficiently long for him to qualify for the 
honour. Any man might as to become a Master, and, asa matter of 
fact, the great majority of the Rabbis of the Talmud were not professional 
Rabbis. They each had their occupation. They were smiths, shoo 
makers, tent makers, farmers. They devoted themselves to learning 
because they loved learning. To learn was a religious duty, to which 
ordinary average Jews became devoted. 

There was a certain ceremonial when the Degree of Master was 
bestowed, including the laying on of hands ("3"DS), a practice dating 
back to the time of Moses, who followed this course in his ordination of 
Joshua. There was an old tradition among Jews, formulated by R. 
Joshua ben Levi, that "S°SS could only be performed in Palestine 
(77s) pina nso PN). The practice of the laying on of bands is atill 
current in the Christian Churches at the ceremonial of Ordination; 
among Jews it was abolished some time probably in the filth century. It 
appears that when the candidate had received the Degree of Master, it 
was bis duty to give a discourse to the public in order to prove his quali. 
fications. Now and again ignorant fellows managed to get the Degree of 
Rabbi, especially when the power of conferring degrees was vested in an 
individual; and there is at least one instance where an ignoramus was 
shown up—by Rabbi Judah ben Nachmani. Moreover, though the Degree 
was always that of Rabbi, there were various grades of Kabbis. The 
certificates of some differed from those of others. One man was allowed 
to decide all cases without exception; the competency of others was 
limited. The formula, which is incorporated in the Rabbinical Diploma 
down to this day, is that used when RK. Judah ordained Rabba bar Dar 
Chana: PUT PT MTA. “He shall surely decide; he shall surcly 
judge.” But when necessary, reservations were and are introduced into 
the Certificate. 

In olden days, a Rabbi was a Judge, giving decisions on the everyday 
affairs of life—on matters affecting business, on questions arising in the 
family, on the practices and customs of religious observances. and the 
solution of moral and ethical problems. Jews regarded life as a whole; 
there was no distinction between lay and clerical, between religious and 
secular. As long as Jews bad their own interna! jurisdiction and formed 
& commuhity within the State, the Rabbi's sphere of influence was all- 
comprehensive. in the Middle Ages he was not only a religious leader, 
but also a practical lawyer, and frequentiy a judge. He was head of the 
Beth Din, or Jewish Court of Law. In modern times, and particularly 
after the emancipation of Jews, the legal functions of the Rabbi were 
reduced to a minimum, and he became, above all else, a teacher of 
religion to young and old alike. As his legal activities declined, hia 
work in social amelioration increased, and there are Jewish Kabbis to-day 
who, with their wives, have a splendid record to their credit of -work 
among the poor and the helpless. 

The position of Rabbis in England is pecuniiar. The community, 
recognising perhaps the decline in the importance of the legal work ofthe 
Rabbi, is so organised that it has “ Ministers” to provide for its religious 
life. Such legal functions as remain are dealt with by one Head Rabbi and 
a number of Agsistant Rabbis, who form the Beth Din of London. The 
Head lKabbi, as we knoow, is called the Chief Rabbi, but a 
close examination of the position of the Chief Rabbi shows that he 
thrones in lonely splendour. If every congregation in the Anglo-Jewish 
community had a Rabbi, there might be some point in having the office 
of Chief Rabbi, or perhaps he might be called with greater clearness 
“ Arch-Rabbi.” This would correspond to the Bishops and their Arch- 
bishop. But as things are at present, the Chief Rabbi's office reminds one 
of the condit?n of affairs which Alice found in Wonderland. She there 
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saw the grinning head cf a Cheshire Cat, but no body was apparent. 
Fature historians of Avglo-Jewry will probabiy discover that this curious 
position was the result of deliberate policy on the part of the holders of 
the office of Chief Rabbi in the second half of the nineteenth century. 
But be that as it may, the Anglo-Jewish community is officially organised 
on this basis. 

Attempts have been made to show that there were Chief Rabbis in 
England in the pre-Expulsion period. But they were made by scholars 
who were too much interested in the cffice to study the records withont 
bias. Later research has shown that there was indeed not exactly a Rabbi. 
but a Presbyter, and he was described as a Presbyter of all the Jews of 
England (Preasbyter omnium Jud@orum Anglia). These officials were 
appointed for life, and in the thirteenth century there are distinct records of 
at least six of them. But they were no Rabbis, and certainly not Chief 
Rabbis. They were civil officials, officers of the Jewish Exchequer, 
whose duty it was to see that the dues owing to the King by the Jews 
were punctually and properly paid. Anglo-Jewish medixval records do 
indeed refer to Rabbis, but they were called Masters of the Law (1/1 7istri 
de Lege). 

In all probability the term Chief Rabbi was brought to this country 
from Germany. In Germany down to this very day there are Rabbis 
(Rabbiner), and now and again one also comes across Senior, or Head 
Rabbis ((/)er-Rabbiner). The first Dr. Adler, who came to London from 
Hanover, brought with him the conception of the Ober-RuLbiner, which in 
an Eoglish dress became Chief Rabbi. Unfortunately, however, the 
tendency in this country has been against the general training of ordinary 
Rabbis. The degree was conferred only in special cases and by way of 
exception, whereas in all other countries there were institutions of which 
allstudents became Rabbis. The struggle for the granting of the 
Rabbinical! Diploma in this country was long and bitter, and at the present 
time it is at least possible for a student to quality as Rabbi if he so 
wishes. 

Western Europe and America the Degree is now granted by College 
authorities. A Board of Examiners testify that the holder of the Diploma 
has {been trained for the Degree, and has passed somo examination to 
qualify for it. In olden days, from the lsth century onward, the "4M" 
was granted by individuals, and this practice is continued in Eastern Europe 
to this very day, a practice which is clearly open to abuse. A social 
institution which serves the needs of Jewry in Eastern Lurope, does not 
always bold good for Western Europe; and as it happens that wany 
Rabbis from Eastern Europe have settied in this country, in a good 
many instances they have been centres of discord in the community. 
Many of these “foreign” Rabbis are found in London, buta good many 
more are to be met in the provinces, and, with few exceptions, none of 
them will “ recogaise,” as it is called, the authority of the Chief Rabbi. 
They argue that there is no such thing as a Chief Rabbi , that among Jows 
there are only Rabbis ; and that as they are Rabbis, they consider them 
selves as possessing equal authority withthe Chief Kkabbi Yet auchisthe 
vanity of some of these gentlemen, that they proceed to entitle themselves 
“Chief Rabbi of Luton,” or it may be of Yarmouth, or possibly of Hull 
I¢ would be a matter of interest to enquire how many “Chief Kabbis ” 
there are up and down on the earth, and who granted them their style. 
Beside the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, there is, 1 believe, a “Chief 


' Rabbi of South Africa,” and another of, | am told, Cardiff. I often wonder 


whether anybody has read the Diplomas of our Rabbis. Are they ail in 
possession of Diplomas’? Of what value are some of these documents? 
There are M.A.'’s, of Oxford. and M.A.’s, of certain hole and corner 
American “ Universities.’’ So there are Rabbis,and Rabbis. Judging by 
the conduct of several of them who have exercised Rabbinical functions 
in certain provincial centres in England, their sense of moral responsibility 
isnot very high. They appear to understand nothing of the need of peace 
within Jewry. Some of them may “have learning, but they are not 
versed in the ways of of the world. Their outlook is narrow. 
They have little jadgment and less power ofshandling men. Coming from 
a medixval atmosphere, they learn nothing and forget nothing. In their 
desire to push themselves forward they have on their lips the great words 
“liberty ” and “ justice,” forgetting all the time that their conduct may 
be jeopardising some important Jewish principle or the welfare of the 


community as a whole. Whatever one may say of the office of Chiet 


Rabbi, at any rate it is recognised by the community as representing the 
majority of the Jews of England. lit may be that certain groups desire a 
greater or less rigidity in religious practices, and they have a Rabbi of 
their own. It depends on the personality of the individual in these cases. 
Some. as we know, are scholars and gentlemen, commanding the love and 
affection of their flock. These realise that private scheming is an evil 
worthy of condemnation. At the same time they hold strong views and 
rigid beliefs, and in all fairness they must be met. But the irresponsible 
Rabbis of smal! communities, into whose competency no one bas looked, 
and whose personalities are not of the kind to inspire confidence, cannot 
be expected to claim consideration for their views, especially when they 
are not, what is called in England, “ playing the game.” 

The problem is, how to obtain co-operation in the interests of Jewry 
of all properly aeeredited Rabbis. There can be no doubt that, as was 
suggested in a Leading Note in last week’s Jewish Chronicle, the com. 
munity requires some such body as a Rabbinical Synod, to include all 
Rabbis who hold a satisfactory qualification. Let the Synod meet from 
time to time to discuss outstanding questions which are of importance to 
the great mass of Jews, such as Shechita. Let them condemn faction, 
no matter from what quarter it comes. (The petty spite of some of the 
Rabbis of small local congregations is reminiscent of the quarrels of 
Kamtzo and Bar-Kamtzo, which led to the destruction of Jerusalem). 
Let them recognise that all who hold the Degree of Rabbi from an 
authority commanding respect, whether they belong to the Left, the 
Right, or the Contre wing of the*community, should be qualified to 
participate in their proceedings. The advantage of such a Synod would 
be that it would speak with one voice for the whole of Anglo-Jewry. If 
its motives and ideals were high, it would easily command tho respect of 
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the great mass of Jews. Instead of the curse of faction—and the 
factions of ecclesiastics are worse than any other. they would bri: g the 
community peace and concord. The outside world interests of Jewry 
make it necessary to present the Jewish case with one voice and not 
with wany, For the “Chief Rabbi” of Yarmouth, or of Hull, to write to 
local M.P.’s about Shechita, and to write moreover in the bame of the 
Rabbis of England, is not only impertinence, but mischeyous folly. The 
time will surely come when the Jews of this country will realise that they 
can have unity without uniformity. One step in the direction of bringing 
about unity might be the establishment of a Rabbinical Synod. If this is 
done in time, the religious life of Anglo-Jewry may ve strengthened. If 
it is neglected, the petty squabbles of the Rabbis will! inevitably under- 
mine the religious life of the community. Wemaythen have Rabbis and 
Chief Rabbis, and even “Chief Rabbis of Hull.” But they will have no 
flock to lead,

‘American Communal Organisations.” 


ADDRESS BY MISS J. FRANKLIN, 


Miss J. Franklin addressed the West End Jewish Literary Society on 
Sunday at 2, Hyde Park Gardens (the residence of Mr. and Mrs. L. B. 
Franklin), on “American Jewish Communal Organisations: Can We 
Learn from Them?” Mr. Colin Cohen presided. 


Miss FRANKLIN said that she did not pretend to have made an exhaus- 
tive study of all the Jewish charities in America, but she had seen a great 
deal of them in Philadelphia, Los Angeles, San Francisco, Chicago, 
Boston, and New York. She referred to the enormous number of our 
people in America and to the very small degree of orthodoxy that existed 


. there. It was very distressing to see the way 80 many of the o'd custome 


and traditions were very quickly lost, and to find that in the principal 
Jewish hospital in New York the synagogue was not us«d for services, 
but, she believed, as a cinema, and that Aashcr food was not pro- 
vided. On the other hand, there was very much more philanthropy 
among the American Jews than one found over here. She drew 
attention particularly to two organisations—the Synagogue Centre and 
the Federation of Charities. The former was a comparatively new 
idea, and was probably copied from the Noncomformists, who ran their 
chapels as the centres of social activities. In addition to the Religion 
Classes and complete committee rooms attached to the synagogue, tnere 
was a Young Men’s Hebrew Association, with gymnasium and swimming 
bath, and a ‘asker restaurant. This idea, she felt, was something 
that could well be imitated over here. The Federation of Charities, the 
originators of which were Jews, had extended its work to raising funds 
for all the charities of the city. She was not advocating that there 
should be one charity body for the whole of London, but thought there 
could very well be a Federation of Jewish charities. The personal interest 
taken in the institutions tn America was greater than over here. It 
was, for instance, the custom for a very large number of people to have 
their Seder Service in the Orphanage, with the orphans. In New York 
there were a number of Young Women’s Hebrew Associations, which 
compared favourably with any of our clubs. 

Mr. MICHAEL A. GREEN said that at the meeting held recently at New 
Court to consider the question of the Co-ordination of Charities it was 
decided to see whether by co-ordination, economy or improvement could be 
introduced into the charities. He thought this was preferable to the 
American way, as he considered the spending of money more important 
than its collection. 

On the motion of Mrs, M. A. SPIELMAN, thanks were accorded to Mr, 
and Mrs. Franklin for their hospitality. 

The Rev. E. Levine, M.A., in moving a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
said that the report she had brought back of her visitto America revealed 
her as a lady with great imagination, wonderful intuition, and a Jewish 
heart, full of sympathy. In the synagogues in England there was 95 pes 
cent. of anti uated traditions and only about 5 per cent. room for original- 
ity. Untila new spirit permeated the community here it would not be 
possible for progress to be made. The Liberal Synagogue had started its 
life entirely unfettered, and they had seen how its club and other activities 
had progressed. Whether they agreed with it or not—and he personally 
did not—thay could not help admiring the progress that had been made. 
People complained of the multiplicity of appeals, even if they did not 
contribute. If there were a system of federation it might be possible to 
make every member of the community contribute something.

WITH 


SIR ADOLPH TUCK, BART. 


HIS week Sir Adolph Tuck celebrates his seventieth birth. 
day. Sir Adolph bears his years well, and bas lost little of

“I suppose I bave made myself such a nuisance in regard to Jews 
College,” Sir Adolph said, “ that people will not be surprised to hear that 
the Treasurership of the College was really the firat piece of communal 
work, apart from synogogal activities, that I undertook. As ayoungman 
a travelled a great deal about the United Kingdom, and had little time or 
"opportunity to devote to anything bnt business preoccupations. Oa my 
marriage I adopted more sedentary habits, and was approached by the 
late Dr. Hermann Adler with the request that I should succeed the late 
Charlies Samuel as Treasarer of the College. I was assured that the 
position was asinecure, but that a business man was needed to administer 
the shekels that flowed automatically into the coffers of the insti. 
tution. I accepted the position. but soon found that the rosy 
Cescription of the office given to me did not quite correspond to 
realities, that the community was by no means alive to the 
importance of the College, and that constant effort was needed to mect 
even the most modest and restricted requirements. Happily, the former 
indifference has given way to a better appreciation of the value of the 
Vollege, and its power of conferring even greater benefits on the com. 
munity if properly supported. In view of the new spirit which prevails 
among both those at the head of the War Memorial and the | nited Syna.- 
gogue, I hope that it will not belong before the College is placed in sucha 
position as to be freed from the anxiety occasioned by the sense that it 
is not paying its professors adequately, and more particularily dol hope 
that the bursaries which are so necessary will be secured, and the best 
human materia! possible will be forthcoming. Ishould like to recall with 
gratitude the steady support accorded all through by the house of 
Rothschild. The members of that family never allowed the sceming 
anpopularity of the College to affect their recognition of its needs and the 
benefits which it conferred on the community. 


Communal Changes. 


“ Looking back over so many years,” Sir Adolph went on to say, ‘I 
2ave seen a good many changes in the Angic-Jewish community which, 
of course, has grown out of ail recognition since my early days. Ido not 
think it has deteriorated, for while there may be less observance in the 
orthodox sense I think the Jewish feeling of the community is as strong 
as ever it was. There is certainly a better appreciation of the needs of 
Jewish education, and that I think partly explains the new attitude 
towards Jews’ College. The institutional machinery of the community 
nas grown enormously, and I think, despite the loss of great philanthro- 
pists, that there bas been no diminution, proportionally to its numbers, of 
the charitable instincts of the community. The charity sense seems to 
be innate in the Jew, and though we hear complaints now and again, I 
think it will be found that the7charitable purse of the community shows 
co sign of exhaustion.

“Oae of the besetting problems with which we have always had to 
contend, is that of inducing the younger members of the community to 
take up the burdens of its manifold activities.. This is a problem in 
which I am, at this stage of my life, naturally interested. I know itis 
suggested that one of the reasons why young men are debarred from 
coming forward, is the fact that, on the one hand, many communal) offices 
are in the hands of few poopie, and that, on the other, offices are too 
seldom relinquished. There may be something in this plea, and I have 
for my own part, endeavoured to avoid ‘pluralism.’ Bat I know from 
personal experience that many of the ‘ leeches’ are 50 quite involuntarily, 
and that they retain their offices because the community will not allow 
them to retire. Itis natural that healthy ambitions are thus thwarted.

The Training of Childhood. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the Jewish Chrontole."’ 


“And all Thy children shall be taught of the Lord. —Isaiah, liv, 1°. 


This world presents nothing more beautiful, nothing more sacred, 
than childhood. Like the loveliness of early morning is that of the 
morning of life. The fresh dews of heaven still linger upon its brow. 
Mark the expression on the fac> of anydear chiid that youare acquainted 
with. There is the seal of divinity uponit. Sin and passion have as yet 
left no traces upon its features. It is open, unconscious, natural, 
affectionate. ibe beart is ignorant of sin, the jadgmentis unwarped by 
prejadice, the conscience unseared by selfishness, and the sou! has not 
yet been brougbt under the iron dominion of vicious habit. Such is the 
divine material which God gives us to work upon. It is plastic to our 
touch, we can monid it as we will. We put the impressions of a seal 
upon the wax while it is warm, so that it may retain them 
when it has become hardenod. Thus, also, the human mind must 
be made to receive impressions before it is stiffened by contact 
with the world. Geologists have noted slabs of rock marked with the 
impressions of rain which fell many thousands of years ago, or with the 
footprint of some wild bird which touched the ground in ages lorg anterior 
to the history of man. How could these light touches have left their 
impress upon such asurface” The explanationis simple. The passing 
shower and the light footstep fell on the soft sediment. Centuries and 
millenniums rolle& by, the earth's crust hardened to stone, and the 
impression, once no stronger than tho dint of a finger, has bardened, too, 
till it has become indelible. So it is with the days of childhood. They 
are susceptible to impressions of all kinds, and once made, these 
impressions may be treasured up for life. DButas years go on, the disposi- 
tion becomes settied, and we grow less and less capable of being pro- 
foundiy influenced by anything. The change from childhood to manhood 
is a process of becoming less impressionable. 

Childhood, then, is given into our hands to mould, and to mould to a 
certain purpose. Perhaps we are not sufficiently mindful of the fact 
that children are not merely sent into this world as playthings to while 
away « dull hour. Within each child there abides an immortal spirit, 
full of latent capacities for good which it is our duty to draw ont and give 
expression to. The heathen poet was mindful of this truth when he said 
that the greatest reverence is due to childhood. And 80 also was that 
German schoolmaster who remarked that whenever he entered his class. 
room he took off his hat and bowed with reverence to his scholars, not 
knowing what great men of the future might be amongthem. One of 
theso scholars, by the way, was Martin Luther. Youth, then, being the 
laboratory of character, the period in which those tendencies to action 
are formed from which the life-deeds of the man or woman will neces. 
sarily result, it is manifest that the direction in which we wish to train 
the character of those who are to succeed us must be kept steadily in 
view from their earliest years. The Romans trained their children for 
war, for the profession of conquest. As Israelites, our vocation is moral 
conquest. Constantly are we exhorted in our Scriptures to train up 
from their youth our moral heroes, our champions for the cause 
of all that is good and virtuous and true. We have to develop 
the religious nature of our children. And this is a comparatively 
easy task, because the religious sentiments are among the earliest 
aptitudes to exhibit themselves in the growing nature of the child. 
The love and fear of God and the shunning of evil appear to be, almost, if 
not quite, natural to most children. See how readily the child's mind 
responds to all that we tell it about the goodness of Gcd and the daty to 
love and reverence Him. And apt as the child may be to do wrong, see 
how readily the blush of shame mantles its cheek after the wrong act has 
been committed, and the workings of its little conscience are stimulated 
by reproof. No-one who has watched the behaviour of children Curing the 
process of religious instruction—the trust and confidence they exhibit in 
all thatis great. their sympathy with the good and their aversion for 
evil—can doubt that they are born with propensities which make for 
virtue, if only they be directed in the right direction. 

The ideal of Judaism is expressed in the words of the text: “All thy 
children, without exception, must be taught to love godliness.” A 
rabbinical gloss on this passage embodies a profound thought— 
NON NIN ON. “Don't read thy children, but thy builders.” It 
is upon our children that it will devolve to build up the Judaism of the 
fature: and what kind of structure they will rear must depend upon the 
¢ forts that we make to instil into them the precepts of religion. In the 
uext verse the prophet continues: “Through righteousness thou ehalt 
be established.” But righteousness will not grow of itself. It must be 
instilled into the young, line upon line, precept upon precept, from their 
tenderest years. Even the instruction of classes or of private teachers 
does not suffice, unless it be enforced by the personal example of parents. 
The propensity to imitation is almost an instinct of childhood, and there- 
fore our children, who look to us as the highest exemplars of religious 
conduct, will insensib'y take their impressions from our actions and 
demeanour. No photographic plate is more sensitive to the image whioh 
the sun paints upon it than is the child’s intelligence to the parental! 
example, Therefore parents should show their children by their example 
how to live the Jewish life. Let them teach their children, not by 
vicarious precept, how to honour the Sabbath and frequent the Sanctuary. 
They must not throw the entire responsibility of their children’s training 
on teachers or ministers. The influence of the home must accord with 
that of the classroom nnd the pulpit. All three must unite harmoniously 
“to fix the generous purpose in the glowing breast.”

In the intervals of persecution and in the full measure of a golden 
liberty, the harassed nation or race often finds its highest development 
Perhaps quickened by the very memory of years of hatred, or stimulated 
by the aimost idyliic recess, it hastens more fervently to that neglected 
development. We flod the Jew in this position in America to-day 
Through, under and around his consciousness floats the imprint, fragile 
though it may be, of the centuries of persecution in other countries. and 
the nearer impress of present pogri'is in other lands, not so many 
thousand leagues across the sea. 

Thas the Jew in the big cities of the United Statcs, and more partict. 
larly in New York, in the fall blare of his freedom, at the crest of the 
wave cf success, Commercial and artistic, fluds hiwseif keenly interested 
in the crux cf what bas always spelled Art to him—the Drama 

Into this reaim of the drama, with utterance potent and surcharge 
with pathetic beauty, steps the fignre of Maurice Schwartz, actor 
manager and producer of the gems of Yiddish art at the Jewish Art 
Theatre in Maddison Square Garden, New York. His youthfal shoulders 
quite easily assume the bistrionic burden of Jacob Adler, Schildkraut, and 
Ben Ami, and his purpose, tired by an intensive love and sympathy with 
his people. may yet pass far beyond those who have made the Yiddish 
Art Theatre a ficm reality. 

For this man, young, #piritual, artistic in the very essence of his 
being, dreams a great dream. Ilis’is the purpose of the true idealist, 
who, seeing over and beyond the crowded mass of people who applaud 
bis Ghosts” or bis “Anathema” or his “Bread,” sees into a distance 
and a future where the language, the art, the drama of bis people shal! 
spell to an outside world what the primitive drama of Greece or Kome or 
a now full-blossomed Russian art spells to the world at large. 

To act in, produce, and manage, plays, to a people, itself Rurcharged 
with drama and cmotion, is no smali task. When Mr. Schwartz, assia’ed 
by a most capable company, stages a drama of far-off Russia, with its 
climax in New York, he treads on ground intimately known to almost 
every member of his audience. His words give form to the sentiments 
within their brains; his presentation is the drama through which //:/y 
have lived and triumpbed. He must, whether be choose to be the Hamlet 
or the Shylock of his race, offer to them from that new, vivid, and ever 
widening protecenium, the tragedy or the comedy of their lives -3 drama 
which they can understand and cherish. 

Perhaps a basic understanding of Maurice Schwartz's art can only 
be gained by a glimpse into the terrible suffering of his youth. At the 
age of eleven, when the door of an Emigration Office in London was 
slammed in his face and despite hia pleadings, bis family were allowed

The Sabbath Question. 

“Being in reminiscent mood, I should like to say that I attach 
great importance to the fact that im any twaterial success that | 
may .have achieved, I have consistently observed the Sabbath, 
and have derived from it that spiritual refreshment that has 
been of the greatest value in my working days. My firm has always 
given opportunities to its Jewish employees to observe the Sabbath, and 
speaking again from experience, | feel ynite confident that the same could 
be quite easily done by large Jewish employers of labour, without any 
difficulty or disadvantage. an the contrary, I believe that great benefits 
would accrue, rot only totheiremployces, but also to the firms concerned. 
In this country, Saturday labour is already restricted to but a few hours, 
and those firms—not necessarily Jewish—which have closed down 
altogether on Saturday, bave sustained no loss, but, onthe contrary, have 
obtained an enhanced efficiency from their employees, who had benefited 
by the opportunities for rest and recreation thus afforded. There is no 
doubt that one of the most serious religious problems of the community 
could be easily solved with good will and a little thought.”

The American Immigration Restrictions.

Jewish Protests. 


our Correspondent. NEW YORK. 


The Congress [mmigration Committee has fioally approved of the 
Bill limiting tmmigration to atwo per cent. quota on the basis of the 
iRU0 census. Ibe only concession made by the Committee was to recom- 
mend that the restrictions should not apply to near relatives of cllizens 
of the | nited States. 

The decision has aronsed protests in many aqnarters. Senator Colt 
has promised a Jewish deputation to oppose the Hill in the Senate, and 
Congress an Peariman is endeavouriog to persuade the He pubicau 
Party also to oppose the scliieme The Union of Orthodox Kabbia ia 
atrong!y hostile to furtber immigration restrictions, and a protest againat 
the new Bil! bas been entered by Japan. 

As briefly reported to the /ewish Chron last week, the Congress 
( ommittee heard a number of re proesentative Jews on the subject of the 
restrictions. Mr. Louts Marehall declared that immigration was the 
ideology of the Ku Klux Klag, because the Kian wanted only white, 
Protestant, and Augio Saxon immigrants to come to the country, aud the 
proposition to base the immigration quotas on the 1%) census coincided 
with the Klan principles. The new iaw would reduce by pine-tentha the 
immigration .from Southern and Eastern Europe lie also protested 
against the proposition to take the flagerprints of immigrants, and pro- 
posed that immigration certificates should be used inatead. He remindcd 
the Committee of the great achievements of immigrants, and pointed 
especially to Marconi and Steinmetz) When asked what he thought of 
selective immigration, Mr. Merahall replied that the present law was 
already sclective, because it admitted only persons physically, morally, 
and mentally fit. He opposed the examination of immigrants abroad, 
because it would be dangerous to hand the decision about the admission 
of immigrants to officials abroad. After Mr. Marshall, Mr Joseph 
Kanterowitz spoke on behalf of the Independent Order b nai Brith, 

Rabbi Jacob | isbman emphasised the injustice that would be done 
to immigrants from certain countries, and especially the Jews, if Mr. 
Johnson's immigration proposal was accepted. Dr. Stephen 5. Wise 
ridiculed the contention that the Nordic race was superior, saying that 
the Bible did not originate with the Nordic race, but with an Asiatic race, 
and that the Anglo-Saxon laws were based on the Jewish Bible. At this, 
Chairman Johnson declared that neither he nor any other member of the 
Immigration Committee was race prejudiced. Dr. Wise replied he had 
no doubt bat that Bill tended to discriminate against certain racea. Mr. 
William Ediin, speaking on behalf of the Association of F oreiga Language 
Newspapers, eald the Bill was against true democracy and the spirit of 
the founders cf the United States. Mr. Gedalia Bablick, who was the 
last speaker, declared the Bill had anti-Semitic tendencies, which aimed 
at Jewish immigrants from Poland, lassia, Galicia, and Rumania. 


A campaign to raise 1,49),000 dollars for the Federation of Jewish 
Charities of Philadelphia was opened on January 13, and in less than an 
hour approximately 557, dollars was raised at the opening dinner. 
This is the greatest sum ever raised ata single gathering of Philadelphia 
Jewry. Among the largest individual Gonations were the following 
35,000 dollars each from Messrs. Gimbel Bros. and Wolf Bros, ; 5,000 
dollars from Mr. Jules E. Mastbaum,; and 20,000 dollars each trom 
Messra Albert M. Greenfield (Chairman of the “ drive”), Jacob D. Lit 
(Chairman of the Execative Committee|, Col. Bamue!l D, Lit, and Samuel 
S. Fela. A number of large gifts from non-Jews are also reported.

Light Sentences on Hungarian Plotters. 


Regent's Resignation Demanded. 
From our Correspondent.) BUDAPEST. 


Although a more campaign againat the ‘Awakening Magyars” 
bad been promised, the principal ringleaders of the recent plot against 
the Government and the Jews. Mese«rs. ‘lain, Szemere, and Bobula, have 
been sentenced to only six months’ imprisonment. Since the Court 
decided to connt towards the term of imprisonment the time they had 
already been under arrest, they will be released very shortly. 

In the course of a sensational speech in the Chamber of Deputies, 
Deputy Victor Drozdy openly accused the Regent, Admiral Horthy, of 
tolerating the cruelties and murders perpetrated by the “Awakening 
Magyars” at Kecskemet, Orgovany, and Siosok. The Socialists joined 
Deputy Drozdy in charging the Regent with complicity in the crimes. and 
demanded Admiral Horthy's resignation. The Minister for the laterior 
bas refused to promise an encuiry into the outrages. 

The Hungarian Government has suspended the publication of the 
Budapest Jew-baiting newspaper, the imerica. which was financed by. 
Henry Ford and edited by the notorious anti-Semite, Bobulas. The

Jewish Education in Poland. 


Economic Crisis. 
[From cur Correspondent.) WARSAW. 


Ip the new Polish budget, the sum of only about £100 was allotted 
for the entire Jewish education system in Poland. Deputy Griabaum 
stigmatised such a grant as an insult to Jewry, and asked that the item 
be deleted from the budget. Deputy Groinbaum’s motion was agreed to, 
so that the budget .sow contaircs no provision whatever for Jewish 
education. 

A conference has been held here, at which plans were considered for 
saving the Hebrew schools from ciosing down through lack of means, 
Poland bas now 24} Hebrew schools attended by about “2,000 pupils. In 
addition there are 1°37 evening schools, three training colleges for teachers, 
and 147 Hebrew libraries It was resolved to appeal to the Jews of 
America, England, and other countries to assist Polish Jewry in 
maintaining these institutions. 

The expulsions of Germans from lPoland have been suspended in view 
of assurances received from Germany that Polish subjects will not be 
exiled from that country. 

The Polish Government has conferred the Order of Polonia Restituta 
on Mr. David Sarnoff, manager of the Radio Corporation in America, for 
establishing wireless stations in Poland. 


The Ludendorff-Hitler Trial. 
Two Jewish Savants. 
[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


The pending trial of Ludendorff and Hitler, for compiicity in the 
recent attempted puisch, promises to be one of the most sensational ever 
heard in a German court. It has now been iixed to begin on February 
lgth, and is expected to last three weeks. MJhree public prosecutors 
will act for the State. while the defending counsel are nine in number. 
Already twenty foreign journalists have applied for permission to be 
present at the hearing. 

Two prominent German Jewish savants have recently celebrated 
their jubilees. They are Privy Councillor Dr. Alfred Philippsohn, the 
famous geographical expert of Bonn, and Professor Dr. Georg Schiesinger, 
the celebrated inventor. The former, who has just reached his sixtieth 
birthday, is a son of the well-known Rabbi Dr. Ludwig Philippsohn and a 
brother of the historian, Martin Philippsohn, who died a few years ago. 
Dr. Schlesinger, who is ten years younger, has invented a great number 
of wecbanical devices of various kinds and is the author of standard 
works onengineering. During the war he refused to utilise his remarkable 
powers for the construction of weapons of warfare, but devoted his genius 
te the invention of new and improved artificial limbs. 


Jews Persecuted in Sofia. 


Levies by Macedonian Committee. 
[From our Correspondent. | PARIS, 


According to reports reaching here from Sofia, the Jewish population 
is being terrorised by the Macedonian Revolutionary Committee, which 
systematically imposes levies on all Jews reputed to be wealthy. The | 
Jews are obliged to submit to the extortion on pain of death, and in many 
cases the victims have been forced to sell all their property in order to 
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find the necessary sums A few months ago about a hundred and seventy 
wealthy Jews in Sctis received a Cemand to pay between them the «um 
of five million levas (a miilion leva: is equivalent to about £1.200). A 
deputation protested to the Minister {or Foreign Affairs. but without 
effect, and the Jews were obliged to pay the sum demanded. which. how. 
ever, was reduced to four million ‘eras. Now the Macedonian Committee 
demands another six million leva: from tho Jews of Sofla. So far the 
srouble is confined to the Bulgarian capital, but itis feared that it may 
spread all over the country. Many rich Jews are leaving Sofla. It ts 
felt that only tntervention from abroad can save the situation

A conference of prominent Canadian Jews has been held in Montreal 
with reference to the expected arrival in Canada of six thousand Russo 
Jewish refugees from Bessarabia. Mr. L. Cohen, of the Ica, was present 
at the meeting. it was decided to concentrate the arrivais in Toronto, 
Montreal, and Winnipeg, and to apply for financial! assistance to the large 
American Jewish bodies.

Annual! Report. 

The 52nd anoual report, which will be presented at the moeting te 
be held in Birmingham, records a continued improvement in the 
political status of the Jews in the Succession States, thanks to the 
rights secured to them by the Minorities’ Treaties and the Treaties of 
Peace. Attacks their educational rights through the nun 
are unfortunately being carried on in some of those countries. These 
attacks have been dealt with at frequent mectings held by the Joins 
Foreign Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Deputies of 
British Jews, and have been brought to the notice of the Governments 
concerned and of the Council of the League of Nations. ‘Ihe labours 
of the Joint Foreign Committee, summarised in the report, have from 
time to time been published in the /ewish Chronicle). Therepresentation 
of the Association on the Deputies of British Jews has boen productive cf 
fruitfal results. 

The Association bas twenty-three branches in Great LUritsin, the 
Dominions, and India. Doring the year the Association expented £5.5071 
on schools at Bagdad, Beyrout, Bombay, Craiova (liarmania) Lamascus, 
Haifa, Hamadan, Jerusalem, Mogador, Salonika, Tangier, Tantah, 
Teheran, and Tetuan. Of the above mentioned amount, £3.479 was 
spent upon the Evelina de Rothschild School in Jerusalem. The 
number of pupils on the roll there is 443, of whom 150 are infanta. 
Of the seventeen girls who passed ont of the top clase, seven found 
employment in Government and business offices, four became dress. 
making apprentices, one is being trained as an architect's assistant, 
In spite of the severe economic depression prevailicng in Jorusalem, 
the parents of the pupils have made brave efforts to pay smal! weekly 
contributions to the school funds.

TALMUD TORAH TRUST. 


The Trust is a combine of representatives of some twenty Hebrew 
Religious Schools. Thatsomething is wrong with the methods of teaching 
in these institutions was for the first time brought to the notice of the 
public at a conference held about this time last year. Instead, however, 
of going to the root of things to discover the rea! trouble, it was decided 
that a curriculum was required—hence the specimen syllabus which was 
hatched after a whole year’s brooding. This specimen syllabus, how. 
ever, will do very little to improve the education in these institutions. 
Thete Hebrew schools, having a collective attendance list of approxi- 
mately 2,500 pupile for which the Jewish public is required to pay the 
gum of rougbly £20,000 annually in fees, contributions, and donations, 
none of them employ proficient teachers, bat engage people willing to 
teach in their spare time, after having spent the day in doing any sort of 
odd jobs to eke outa means of livelihood, and the (1alifications of an 
applicant are tested by the salary he i« prepared toaccept. The resnit 
is that the good teachers are gradually disappearing, and are being 
supplemented by inefficient people (40 far as Hebrew is concerned) who 
bave taken up teachiog as a pastime and never dream of it as a profession 
at al).—From Mr. 1.

Mr. J. L. Paton’s Resignation. 

One of bis former pupils writes: The resignation of Mr J. L. Paton 
from the high mastership of the Manchester Grammar School, to which 
he came twenty-one years ago, must fill the Jewish community with 
the profoundest regret. The Jews have had in bim there a very 
great friend, one who did not merely tolerate racial and religious 
difference but respected, supported, and helped it. Shortly after his 
arrival at the school he instituted Jewish prayers, to which he gave 
official recognition by occasional attendance Under his regime the 
study of Hebrew in the school was revived, the late Rey. Dr. 
Berlin being appointed by him to take charge of the voluntary 
class that was formed. Whenever any external examinations were held 
for which papers had to be taken on the Sabbath Day, Mr. Paton 
invariably cbtained permission for Jewish boys to do the papers at other 
times The present writer has the pleasantest memories of the occasion 
when he and a few other Jewish boys took the Saturday paper of the 


“Oxford and Cambridge Higher Certificate examination at Mr. Pat on '« 


house, Mr. Paton not ouly supervising but providing refreshments. To 
meet the religious difficulties of his pupils he spared himself no effort. 
When one of them went to him to say that he could not sit for the Greek 
Verse paper in the Open Scholarships Examinations at Oxford, because 
it was down for the Sabbath Day, Mr. Paton immediately wrote to the 
College anthorities and overcame their original anwillingness to make any 
change in the time-table. When, later, the same student experienced a 
similar difficulty in the first public exam|\oation forthe degree, Mr. Paton, 
who did not lose touch with his boys, again took the matterup. The 
religious obstacles in the way of Jewish boys worried him. The present 
writer can recal! a conversation Mr. Paton had with him on the creat 
difficulty, on account of the Sabbatb, of finding Jewish boys situations after 
leaving school. His toneand bis look were those of sympathetic concern. 
Bat it was not only on the religious side that Mr. Paton did all he 
eould for the Jews at hisschool. Le has helped many a poor Jewish boy 
Haancialiy. Without material assistance from him a Uoaiversity educa- 
tion for some Jewish lads would have been a matter of extreme difficulty, 
if mot an absolute impossibility. His acts of private benefaction have 
been as numerous as they have been secret, and, if all the details could 
be disclosed, the extent of his generosity would be found stupendous. 
Well may the Jewish community acutely regret the resignation of 
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euch a man. Those who have learot from personal cxperience what 
anti-Semitism means, know how mach even mere tolerance of Jews is to 
be appreciated. What then should be our feelings towards a man who 
has treated the Jews in the mannor described above? When the actnal 
resigoation takes p'ace, the Jews will certainly wish to express intangible 
and lasting form their deep appreciation of Mr. Patoa’s signal friendliness 
towards the Jewish people.

Sin,—Inm your issue of November 30th, I note a letter from Measrs. 
J. Morris and Max Epstein, on the subject of the Jewish National and 
University Library fat Jerusalem. The letter was in the nature of an 
appeal on behalf of the institution, and, as such, worthy of commenda- 
tion. But I fear that excess of sympathy on the part of the writers led 
them somewhat to distort the true state of affairs and caused them to 
paint an unduly gloomy picture of the institution | have the privilege to 
direct. May I, therefore, be permitted to make the following observations ? 

Every enterprise in Lretz )isracl to-day can be appraised by one of 
two means. Comparison may be made with the ideal to be consummated 
in the distant future, or the present value calculated on the basis of 
relationship to existing conditions in the country and the consequent 
needs.

RECEPTION TO LOCAL M_P.'s. 


A drawing-room meeting and reception to meet Mr. John H. Harris 
and Dr. G. L. Spero, Liberal Members of Parliament for North Hackney 
and Stoke Newington respectively, was held under the auspices of the 
North London Zionist Central Couacil, at the residence of Mr. and Mrs.

Dr. Spero, M.P., said that be bad a warimn feeling for Palestine and 
Zionism. He wished to become acquainted with all Jewish problems in 
order to present them tothe Ilouse of Commons at any time, and was 
ready to bear the views of his Jewish constituents on al! those matters. 

Dr. DAlOHES referred to the question of Shechita, and said that if this 
Were prohibited in Fogland, anti-Semites all over the world would be 
able to say that even Liberal England had forbidden it. 

Mr. LAZARUS said that they were grateful to the guests of the evening 
for having invited them to pnt their difficulties before them. The out- 
standing difficulty in Palestine was the immigration problem. | 

Mr. HARRIS expressed indebtedness to Mr. and Mra. Myer for having 
provided that mecting, and promised to bring the principal questions 
raised before the League of Nations. He never wanted to see Palestine 
separated from Great Dritain, but he wanted to see the Jewish people 
given every opp >rtanity to develop themselves.

“ Alice-Sit-by-the-Fire.”’ 


“ Alice-Bit-by-the-Fire,” produced at the Comedy last week, is the 
latest recruit to the large uumber of Barrie revivals now running in 
London. Although of very slight texture, the comedy has the true whimsical- 
sentimental touch characteristic of the author's earlier work, together 
with a rather unusual spice of cynicism. It is, of course, artificial toa 
degree: but one can no more condemn Barrie for his artificiality than 
one could criticise the inherent improbabilities in “ Alice in Wonderland,” 
for Barrie's plays, even when they do not introduce personages from 
the spirit world, are always essentially fairy-tales. Miss Marie Tempest, 
at last in a part worthy of her talents, givesa truly beantiful performance 
as Alice. Miss Elizabeth Irving appears to find the difficult role of Amy 
rather unsympathetic, but gives a conscientious rendering. Some 
excellent acting is seen also on the part of Messrs. Grabam Browne and 
Herbert Marsha!!. 


“ The Three Graces.” 


Produced at the Empire last Saturday, Franz Lebar's new musical 
comedy, “The Three Graces,” follows more or less closely the model of 
“The Merry Widow,” but it lacks much of the charm of its predecessor. 
Firstly, the music is undistinguished, and with the exception, of a recurring 
waltz refrain and a song, “Gigolette,” there is nothing that is likely to 
be beard much at the dance halls this season. Thenthe humour is rather 
rudimentary. Mr, Morris Harvey, who makes a welcome return to the 
London stage, is a comedian of the first order when he is supplied with 
the right material, and Mr. Johnny Dooley can be funny enough in a less 
subtie style; but in “The Three Graces” they are condemned to the 
bopeless task of making bricks without straw. Mr. Thorpe Bates and Miss 
Winifred Barnes sing nicely, but their lovemaking is slightly lacking in 
fervency, and Mr. Bates in particular has a regrettable habit of seeking 
the centre of the stage at every available opportunity. Tor therest, Miss 
Vera Freeman makes an agreeable soubrette, and in smaller parts Messrs. 
Ralph Roberts, A. Scott-Gatty, and Pope Stamper render good support. 
Miss Sylvia Leslie is so woefully miscast that she has no opportunity of 
showing her talents. One would have thought that something equal to 
“The Three Graces ” could have been found nearer home than Vienna. 


“The Dare-Devil.”’ 


A very meek and mild young man is writing a novel in which part 
of the action concernsa lunaticasylum. In order to obtain “local colour,” 
he persuades a friend to gain him admittance to an asylum, but the 
friend actually introduces him into a boarding house. That isthe theme 
of “ The Dare- Devil,” produced at the Strand Theatre last Monday.
